The Swindlers, a Supposed New York- 
er's Heirs, May Be on Their Way 
Here—They Borrowed on 
Mythical Securities in an 


Empty Safe.

PARIS, May 10.—The interest of all Paris 
is focused on an empty safe at 65 Avenue 
de la Grand Armée. The opening of this 
safe by M. Cochefort, Chief de la Sureté, 
and his detectives brought to light the 
greatest swindle of the century. The prin- 
cipals in the swindle have fled from Paris 
and believed to be on their way to 
America. The New York police have been 
notified to be on the lookout for them. 

The empty safe at the mansion on the 
Avenue de la Grand Armée, around which 
the interest of all Paris now centres, was 
supposed to contain 100,000,000f., left by 
Robert Henry Crawford, “‘an American 
millionaire.” This vast sum was supposed 
to be held in trust by Mme. Thérése Hum- 
bert, who under Mr. Crawford's first will 
was constituted his sole legatee and who, 
of the strength of her title to the fictitious 
vast estate, succeeded in borrowing over 
60,000,000f. from bankers, money lenders, 
and others in France and Belgium. 

The case is one which beggars all of the 
astounding inventions of Dumas and Gabo- 
riau It is the story of a bogus heritage 
which was kept before the French courts 
for nearly a quarter of a century, during 
which time the author of the bold inven~ 
tion, Mme. Humbert, daughter of a Tou- 
louse Iinen dealer and daughter-in-law of 
M. Humbert, one time Minister of Justice, 
has succeeded in living on her borrowings 
in regal style and being courted in France's 
most exclusive circles. 

For over a fortnight Le Matin has been 
sensational serial concerning 
the financial transactions of Mme. Hum- 
bert, her husband, and her sister, Mlle. 
Marie d’Aurignac. Opinion was divided as 
to whether the story was pure fiction or 
merely calumny, and so few of the Par- 
isian contemporaries of Le Matin would 
touch it. But the investigation of M. Coch- 
efort has settled all that. 

This gigantic swindle owes its existence 


to the fact that the civil courts of France 
ate permitted to place their seals on prop- 
erty in Hquidation without examining the 
property or making any inventory of 
it. Added to this is the story of a great in- 
fieritance, numerous lawsuits, and the 
@mazing credulity of bankers. 


HOW THE FRAUD BEGAN. 


The history of the great hoax begins with 
the death of Robert Henry Crawford, “an 
American millionaire.’’ This real or imag- 
inary person departed this world—if he 
ever lived in it—between 1878 and 1883. It 
Was some time after this latter date that 
Mme. Humbert, having already purchased 
the Branicki mansion in the Avenue de la 
Grand Armée, Paris, and two other fine 
éstates—namely, the Chateau Vives 
Eaux, near Melun, and the Coleran prop- 
erty, near Narbonne, produced a copy of 
an alleged will left by the supported Robert 
Henry Crawford. By the terms of this will 
Thérése d’Aurignac — Mme. Humbert’s 
maiden name—was made the sole legatee 
of the said Robert Henry Crawford's es- 
tate, valued at 100,000,00f. Shortly there- 
after a second will, dated the same day 
as the first, was produced. The second will 


read as follows: 

This is my testament. I wish that after my 
death all my possessions be divided into three 
equal shares, one to go to Marie d’Aurignac, 
one to my nephew, Henry Crawford, one to my 
nephew, Robert Crawford, with the provision that 
these persons invest in France a capital suffi- 
cient to secure to Thérese d’Aurignac an annuity 
of 30,000 francs per month 

(Signed) R. H. CRAWFORD. 

Nice, Sept. 6, 1877. 

Not long after the filing of these two 
wills, Mme. Humbert produced a third 
document, of which the following are the 
chief passages: 

The undersigned, Monsieur and Madame Hum- 
bert and Messieurs Henry Crawford and Robert 
Crawford have agreed as follows: That all 
title deeds and securities constituting the assets 
of Mr. Crawford's estate are sequestered and 
placed in the charge of M. and Madame Hum- 

ert, and under their responsibility, until at 
Mile. d’Aurignac’s attaining her majority all 
the heirs mentioned in both wills shall be able to 
come to an amicable agreement for an equitable 
transaction, or until, in default of such a trans- 
action, the courts shall have pronounced finally 
as to the rights of each. Until one of these 
settlements shall have been effected, M. and 
Madame Humbert undertake to preserve care- 
fully the securities confided to their charge. On 
no pretext whatever shall they sell these securl- 
ties, mortgage them, or erchange them. M. and 
Madame Humbert on their word of honor under- 
take not to alter the above convention without 
the consent of MM. Crawford. Should they fail 
in the execution of a single prescription of the 

eement they will forfeit all claim to any part 
of the estate, in which case MM. Crawford would 
only be bound to pay the above-mentioned an- 
nulty of 30,000f. per month to M. and Madame 
Humbert, with a reversion at the death of either 
of the latter parties to the survivor.—(Signed) 
Robert Crawford, Henry Crawford, Frederic 
Humbert, Thérese Humbert.

THE FIRST LOANS. 


With the production of these three docu- 
ments the fraud was started on its long 
and prosperous career.

All the 
while the Crawford brothers remained mys- 
teriously in the background and were as 
phantomlike as had been their millionaire 
uncle, who had lived and died no one 
knows where.

FIRE CAUSES PANIC 
IN BROOKLYN JAIL. 


Spectacular Scene Near the Old Ray- 
mond Street Prison—Piano Factory 
Burned with a Loss of $250,000. 


Scenes of extraordinary excitement at- 
tended the destruction by fire of the large 
Bradbury piano factory at the northeast 
corner of Raymond and Willoughby Streets, 
Brooklyn, last night. Prisoners in the Ray- 
mond Street Jail, close by, of whom there 
were 320, including 71 women, were panic- 
stricken, and only a strong show of force 
by the guards, who walked up and down 
through the prison, prevented an attempt 
at escape. The women were confined on 
the side nearest the fire and their shrieks 
cculd be heard for some distance. 

The danger was real, too, for, as the 
volume of flame soared skyward, the prison 
force could be seen working a bucket bri- 
gade and playing the hage upon the roofs 
of the jail. A long row of tenements shel- 
tering at least 175 families ran along Ray- 


mond Street, directly opposite the factory. 
So great was the heat that the shutters of 
these blazed up here and there along the 
lines, and the sidewalks echoed with the 
rain of falling bricks from the walls. The 
people, many of them colored, staid as long 
as they dared to yeert their belongings, 
and then it seemed as if all made a rush 
together for safety by the stairs and front 
doors. Firemen and policemen met them 
as they came down their halls and drove 
them back, telling them to seek safety by 
the rear fire-escapes. 

Policemen were there from the Adams 
Street and De Kalb Avenue Stations to help 
down the aged and infirm and reassure 
those who were overcome with fright. In 
the rear of the factory was a five-story 
modern stable of Abraham & Straus, one of 
Brooklyn's department store firms. It 
sheltered at the time of the fire 196 horses 
and 150 wagons. At the first sign of danger 
the employes, with volunteers from the 
neighborhood, ran out the horses and 
Wagons and took them to the Plaza of 
Fort Greene Park, less than a block away, 
where the animals were picketed. As the 
fire increased in violence the place became 
as bright as noon day and the stamping, 
neighing horses added a picturesque touch 
to the scene. 

The slopes of the park afforded a splen- 
did point of view, and thousands of persons 
took advantage of them. The illumination 
was a brilliant spectacle, even from Man- 
hattan, where people crowded out to the 
roofs through the lower parts of the city to 
enjoy the sight, 

The fire started at 10:40 o'clock from 
some unknown cause on the Willoughby 
Street side of the five-story brick factory 
building, which is owned by Freeborn G. 
Smith, manufacturer of pianos. Before the 
first engines arrived the whole building was 
in flames. Two more alarms were sent out 
in quick sucsession; then came a fourth, 
and then special call was turned in, 
which brought Engines 12 and 31 over the 
bridge from Manhattan. 

In half an hour the flames were risin 
and the walls had begun to fall. The nort 
wall toppled over on a row of three-story 
brick tenements, the occupants of which 
had before this fled to safety. With a 
great crash it struck full upon the nearest 
house and crushed it into its own cellar. 
During this stage of the fire the spectacle 
was enlivened by irregular explosions of 
varnish and oils which were kept in tanks. 
After these explosions the cries of the pris- 
oners in the jail, which is on the south 
side of Willoughby Street, opposite the 
fire, were redoubled. 

The flames subsided almost as quickly as 
they rose, but long after this the Lexington 
Avenue and Ridgewood trains of the Brook- 
lyn Elevated Railroad and the Myrtle Ave- 
nue, Crosstown, and Greenpoint lines were

there ready to give in case of emer- 
gency. On the way to the fire Chief Croker 
sped down the Bowery at the full speed of 
his automobile from his night headquarters, 
in Great Jones Street. ust as he was 
turning inte Chatham uare Louis Sou- 
waiski, fourteen years old, of 33 Bayard 
Street, walked before the motor. He was 
thrown headlong across the pavement, and 
was picked up with his right shoulder blade 
broken and cuts and brulses all over his

The loss by the fire was $250,000. 

Early in the progress of the fire the 
cell doors were unlocked in the jail and 
the prisoners were ordered into the cor- 
ridors, where they were guarded by armed 
keepers. So grave was the outlook at one 
time that the firemen turned several 
streams on the outside walls of the build- 
ing in addition to the water thrown over 
the roofs by the prison’s own apparatus 
handled by a brigade of the attaches. ; 


COL. ASTOR’S $300 RIDE.

Frightened to Death by His

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., May 21.—Henry 
<Gormand of Rhinebeck received $300 from 
Col. John Jacob Astor the other day under 
circumstances that show that the Colonel 


wishes to do the right thing whenever it 
appears that others are liable to suffer pe- 
cuniary loss through him. 

Col. Aster was driving one of his large 
automobiles on the Port Road when Mr. 
Gormand, who was exercising a_ spirited 
horse, motioned to him to stop. The dust 
obscured Col. Astor's vision, and he did not 
see the signal, and consequently did not 
stop. After he had passed Mr. Gormand, 
he noticed that the latter’s horse, which 
had been plunging violently, had dropped in 
the road. His chauffeur ascertained that 
the animal had burst a blood vessel and 
that he was valued at &300, 

Col. Astor sent the man with $300 to Mr. 
Gormand with his sincere regrets that the 
accident had happened. The horse died 
within twenty-four hours. 


WEDDING A SECRET TWO YEARS 


Marriage, of Miss Ellsworth of an Old 
New England Family to a Swed- 


ish Motorman Revealed.

HARTFORD, Conn., May 21.—The wed- 
ding on Aug. 23, 1900, of Miss Emily Web- 
ster Ellsworth to Julius Anderson will be 


formally announced by the bride's family 
to-morrow morning. It was first revealed 
to the family to-day, and the couple imme- 
diately left on a wedging journey. The 
news comes aS a great surprise because of 
the prominence of the bride’s family and of 
the fact that the bridegroom is a Swedish 
moterman in the employ of the Hartford 
Street Railway Company. 

On both her father’s and her mother's 
side Mrs. Anderson has some of the best 
blood of New England in her veins, being 
a direct descendant of Chief Justice Oliver 
Ellsworth, of the United States Supreme 
Court, and a relative of Gov. Wolcott, 
Noah Webster, and Paul Leicester Ford. 
Her father was Dr. Pinkney W. Ellsworth 
of this city. She is about thirty years 
old, well educated and rather prepossessing. 
She first met Anderson while riding on 
his car, Which passes her house at short 
intervals during the day. Two years ago 
it was noticed that she was very friendly 
with this motorman, but nothing was 
thought of it until this announcement. 

None of the details are revealed by Mrs. 
Ellsworth or her sons and other daughter. 
The family have lived very quietly since 
the doctor’s death, about ten years ago, 
and are almost overwhelmed over this event 
and the publicity that must attach to it, 
It is understood that the couple will make 
their home here.

TRIUMVIRATE FOR 
TAMMANY FALL 


Secret Caucus Names Haffen, 
C. F. Murphy and McMahon. 


Plan to Abolish the Finance Committee 
—lIts Effect Upon Richard Croker's 


Fortunes—Carroll Forces Alert. 


At a secret caucus of the Sullivan-Croker 
leaders it was decided last night to revo- 
lutionize the political system in Tammany 
Hall. ‘The result of the open and bitter 
factional war between the followers of 
Richard Croker and the men who have al- 
lied themselves with John F. Carroll, ex- 
Mayor Robert A. Van Wyck, and their 
friends is to be a splitting wide-open of 
the Wigwam. After the secret caucus last 
evening the leaders of both sides claimed 
a victory, and the contest is to be waged 
again at the meeting of the Executive 
Commiitee to-day, when there will be an- 
other line-up of the leaders. 

The Croker-Sullivan combination showed 
by the secret caucus last evening that 
they could control twenty-seven of the 
thirty-seven district leaders. These lead- 
ers decided to abolish the position of lead- 
er of Tammany Hall and to establish in the 
place of a leader three men, who are to 
direct and control all the affairs of the or- 
ganization. 

These men will be Charles F. Murphy, 
Daniel F. McMahon, and Louis F. Haffen. 

It was also decided to abolish the Finance 
Committee of Tammany Hall, through the 


Chairmanship of which Richard Croker has 
always been able to control the campaign 
and other funds of the organization, and 
also to vault into power after his frequent 
absences from this country. The Croker- 
Sullivan forces were not jubilant over their 
victory in getting into caucus such a large 
majority of the district leaders. The 
friends of John F. Carroll were jubilant 
Over the outlook. 

“That is the end of Richard Croker in 
Tammany Hail,’ said a close personal 
friend of John F. Carroll shortly before 
midnight. ‘‘ There is to be no more one- 
man power in the Wigwam. Richard Cro- 
ker will not be able in the future to come 
back to this country and sit in John Kelly's 
chair and collect hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in campaign contributions."’ 

The friends or John F. Carroll also said 
that the Croker-Sullivan forces were com- 
pelled to accept the plan proposed by him 
on the night that Lewis Nixon resigned. 
Then Mr. Carroll said that Tammany Hall 
never won a great victory when an indi- 
vidual was in control of the organization, 
and he advised that the district leaders be 
placed in control of the Wigwam’s affairs. 

“ That is just what was done at the Cro- 
ker-Sullivan secret conference this even- 
ing,”’ said a friend of John F. Carroll. 
“The ‘kitchen Cabinet,’ through which 
Richard Croker hoped to contre! the Tam- 
many organization for some*time, will be 
abolished. The orders of Andrew Freed- 
man will no longer be wired from Wan- 


he Carroll-Van Wyck leaders wete out- 
spoken portereng that the fight for control 
Was to to a finish. During the day the 
rumors flew thick and fast that Richard 
Croker had cabled from Wantage to make 
Charles F. Murphy, ex-Dock Commissioner, 
leader of the Hall. In order to accomplish 
this result, a caucus of the leaders was 
called to meet at 7:30 o'clock at the Grand 
Union Hotel. 


THE SECRET CAUCUS. 


The meeting was held in Parlor A. One 
of the first politicians to arrive was Sena- 


tor Timothy D. Sullivan. He took his place 
on the corner of Forty-first Street. here 
he was visited by many messengers and 
runners who were carrying orders and re- 
ceiving messages in return. 

Soon Alderman Timothy P. Sullivan 
joined the party, and after a few seconds’ 
hurried conversation went into the hotel. 
Maurice Featherson, Frank P. Goodwin, 
John T. Oakley, and Patrick Keenan made 
their appearance in quick succession, and 
within fifteen minutes after the time set 
for the meeting twenty-five district lead- 
ers were behind closed doors. 

Then came the establishment of an elab- 
orate picket system to ee all knowledge 
of what was going on inside from leaking 
out through the kKeyholes or other places. 
Pickets were placed at each window of 
the meeting room overlooking the street, 
and henchmen were stationed three deep at 
the entrance of the meeting room to keep 
all but district leaders away. The elab- 
orate picket system was in control of As- 
semblyman Smith. 

When Daniel F. McMahon called the 
meeting to order the foilowing district 
leaders answered to the roll call:

It was said that Isaac Hopper, leader of 
the Thirty-first Assembly istrict, had 
sent word that he was in favor of the ob- 
jects of the caucus and would abide by 
the result. Michael C. ar nls | of the First 
Assembly District has also declared with 
the Croker-Sullivan forces. 

The list of absentees, which the Tammany 
politicians claim shows the full strength 
of the Van Wyck-Carroll combination 
among the district leaders, is as follows:

The first proposition considered at the 
caucus was the question of the lenteceney. 
Louis F. Haffen made a spirited speech, 
and from word received after the meeting 
it was said that he opposed the idea of 
again establishing ‘‘one-man power” in 
Tammany Hall. ‘ 

The friends of Richard Croker who have 
been faithful to him for years made 
speeches favoring Charles F. Murphy as 
the leader, but it was soon found that a 
majority of the district leaders would not 
agree to any such arrangement. After 
talking an hour it was decided to rule Tam- 
many by a triumvirate, and Messrs. Mur- 
phy, Haffen, and McMahon were named. 

By this arrangement the east side is 
represented by Charles F. Murphy, the 
upper section of the -~. by President 
Louis F. Haffen of the Bronx, and the 
west side section by Daniel F. McMahon. 


WANT NO FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

Then came the question as to the Finance 
Committee. It was decided to recommend 
to the Executive Committee, which meets 


to-day, that action be taken to abolish the 
Finance Committee. Several of the stanch 
friends of Richard Croker said after the 
meeting that by this action the ‘ Kitchen 
Cabinet,”” of which Lewis Nixon com- 
plained, would be abolished. The Commit- 
tee on Finance for 1902 is as follows: 
Lewis Nixon, )Cord Meyer, 
John Fox, James J. Martin, 
Louis F. Haffen, Robert E. McCafferty, 
Andrew Freedman, Edward E. McCall,

“We are sick and tired of hearing that 
Andrew Freedman is receiving orders from 
Mr. Croker and giving us directions,” said 
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a leader of the Croker-Sullivan combination 
last evening. ‘‘ There is not a leader who 
would resent any such interference by 
Freedman, although we all know that he 
is constantly cabling every bit of political 
news to Wantage.”’ 

After talking for about three nours the 
caucus adjourned. The participants were 
reticent. 

“Ain't got a thing to say,”’ said 
man Sullivan. ‘It was all secret. 
Say a word.” : 

Before the meeting adjourned Senator 
Sullivan received from runners all the im- 
yortant actions taken by the caucus. Just 

fore the end he hurried over to the Met- 
ropole Hotel, packed his grip, and started 
off for Hot Springs again. Senator Sullivan 
came to New York to be present during 
the crucial part of the fight for the control 
of Tammany Hall. 

“The caucus was very harmonious,”’ was 
all that Leader Frank P. Goodwin would 
say. Some of the alleged happenings at 
the secret session were that George F. 
Scannell, Timothy P. Sullivan, and Julius 
H burger made speeches in opposition to 
the abolishment of the Finance Committee. 
John T. Oakley is said to have made a 
strong speech favoring such action. It was 
regarded as significant that three leaders 
who have for years represented Richard 
Croker's wishes should oppose the plan. 
This gave rise to stories that the caucus 
was not harmonious, and that many of the 
men, who apparently went to the meeting 
friendly to ichard Croker, had accom- 
plished more than his enemies in pre- 
venting him from coming again to absolute 
power in the Wigwam. The statement was 
also made that. at the last conference of 
the supposed Sullivan-Croker leaders, there 
were present several, who were know se- 
cretly to be in the Carroll-Van Wyck com- 
bination. 


CARROLL KEPT 


The friends of John F. Carroll, 
course, were not supposed to be at 
caucus, received full information by tele- 
phone at the Democratic Club and other 
places during the meeting. John F. Carroll 
kept in touch with his friends, and was ap- 
prised of what was taking place at the 
secret caucus. The friends of Mr. Carroll, 
who were gathered about ex-Mayor Van 
Wyck at the Democratic Club, were happy 
over the result of the caucus. 

It was said that the Carroll-Van Wyck 
members of the Executive Committee would 
go to the meeting to-day and vote in favor 
of the abolition of the Finance Committee, 
and so, unless the programme is changed, 
this committee, of which Richard Croker 
was so long the head, and through which 
he collected millions of campaign funds, 
will be wiped out. It was partly settled 
that there would be a line-up of the oppos- 
ing factions over the question of establish- 
ing the triumvirate of leaders to control 
the Wigwam 

John F. Carroll's friends have prepared 
a resolution which will be offered at the 
meeting. The first plan proposed by_John 
F. Carroll after the resignation of Lewis 
Nixon was to place all the affairs of Tam- 
many Hall in charge of the thirty-seven 
district leaders. The purport of the resolu- 
tion of the Caroll men was not divulged 
last evening. 

‘““We have got a surprise, and we intend 
to spring it at the meeting to-day,’’ was 
all that they would say. 

The question as to the power of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee to abolish the Finance 
Committee was discussed last evening. 
By Article XIII. of the rules and regula- 
tion of Tammany Hall it is provided that 
there can be amendments only by an af- 
firmative vote of two-thirds of all the 
members elected to the General Committee 
present at a regular meeting. The next 
regular meeting of the County Committee 
which is the ‘‘General Committee of the 
Democratic Party in the County of New 
York."’ will be held on the second Thurs- 
day of June. At this meeting the Finance 
Committee could be abolished by the dis- 
trict leaders who voted ta take such ac- 
tion last evening. The district leaders who 
voted at the caucus on this resolution rep- 
resented 5,575 delegates to the County Com- 
mittee. 

On a vote to amend the rules and la- 
tions so as to abolish the Finance Com- 
mittee, which is a ‘——~" committee of 
the organization, it would be hecessary 
to have 4,974 delegates vote in favor of 
the change, on the basis of one delegate 
being allotted to every 25 voters, who cast 
ballots for John B. Stanchfield for Gov- 
ernor in 1900. 


VAN HOESPN'S POSITION. 


A story was made public yesterday that

At the residence of ex-Judge Van Hoesen 
it was stated last evening that he was 
very ill with erysipelas. A nurse was sta- 
tioned at his bedside, and it was reported 
that his face was so swollen that he could 
hardly see. A message was sent to him, 
asking whether the statements made in 
newspapers that he would not appoint 
Charlies F. Murphy Chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee of Tammany Hall, even 
if recommended by a majority of the dis- 
trict leaders, were true. The following an- 
swer was returned: 

“T am sick in bed and I do not expect 
to be out for ten days. I will let that mat- 
ter stand and will make no appointment 
until I have recovered." 

The Carroll-Van Wyck forces were happy 
over the statements about Chairman Van 
Hoesen having left the Croker-Sullivan 
camp. They claim to have a firm control 
of the fighting part of the organization, 
and can name one of their number prac- 
tically leader of Tammany Hall! by appoint- 
ing a new Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee through Chairman Van Hoesen or 
wipe out the ‘‘ Kitchen Cabinet’ by agree- 
ing to abolish the Finance Committee.

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| MICHIGAN MINERS FOR 
NATIONAL CONVENTION 


Join in Call for Discussion of a 
General Strike. 


Meeting of the Three Anthracite Com- 
mittees in Wilkesbarre—Prospects 
Not Bright in Coal Country. 


BAY CITY, Mich., May 21.—The United 
Mine Workers of America in the Michigan 
district have joined with the three striking 
anthracite districts of Pennsylvania in a 
request to National President Mitchell for 
a National convention of all the miners of 
the country to discuss a general strike of 
all mine workers. 

This action was taken at Monday's meet- 
ing of the Executive Board of the Michigan 
District, held at Saginaw, the request for 
the conference being sent to President Mit- 
chell by telegraph. The fact was kept very 
quiet, and although President Williams still 
refuses to confirm or deny the report of the 
action, other members of the board admit 
that the request has been made. 

Both President Willlams and Secretary 
Cowen of the State organization state that 
they expect a call for a general conference 
very soon. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., May 21.—The 
three Anthracite Executive Committees of 
the United Mine Workers of America de- 
cided to-day at their joint meeting to per- 
mit the engineers, firemen, and pumpmen 
to remain at work, provided the coal com- 
panies should them an eight-hour 
day, with the present wages. If these de- 
mands are not granted by June 2 the men 
are to suspend work. 

At present the engineers, firemen, and 
pumpmen work ten hours a day. Some of 
the firemen work twelve. Some of the rad- 
ical committeemen wanted the 
out and kept out until all the mineworkers 
were satisfied, but the conservative ele- 
ment was in the majority. 

As several of the coal companies have de- 
clared that they will fill the places of this 
class of employes at any cost, if they are 
called out strike, the prospects of a 
continuance the present con- 
dition throughout the coal region not 
bright. 

Some of the bituminous districts have re- 
plied to the request of the three anthra- 
cite districts to consent to call a National 
convention. 

The meeting of the three Presidents lends 
colour to the belief that the consent of two 
has been received, and that the Presidents 
met for the purpose of completing the de- 
tails of the call. 


PARTIAL VICTORY FOR MINERS. 


Independent Operators Said to be Yield- 
ing, but Larger Concerns Are in 
Control of the Situation.

WILKESBARRE, FPenn., May is 
expected that to-morrow the Exec itive 
Committee may grant the request of sev- 
eral individual operators to be allowed to 
pay the wages the union demands and work 
their collieries. If this is done, it seid 
the big coal-carrying roads will refuse to 
transport their coal, and that the dissatis- 
faction of the railroaders will therefore 
grow until a strike results. 

The individual operators would have to 
sell coal merely for local consumption if 
the railroads would not give them cars and 
haul by wagons. A number of these oper- 
ators communicated with President Mit- 
chell to-day, but he will not tell their 
names. One of the independent firms is 
Gibbons & Co. of Scranton. 

President Nichols of District 
to-night: 

*““We have been told that several of the 
individual coal operators stand ready to 
grant all the demands made by the miners, 
that they made more money last year than 
ever before, and that they are financially 
able and willing to give the miners what 
they ask, were it not for the fact of the 
large coal companies who object and who 
practically hold the individual operators at 
their mercy.” 


COAL OPERATORS MAKE 
A CHANGE IN PLANS, 


Presidents of the Carrying Companies 
Decide to Make No Statement— 
Coal Shortage in New York. 

The Presidents of the coal carrying rail- 
roads, who had arranged to make a state- 
ment to-day giving in detail the side of the 
coal operators in the differences which led 
to the strike of the anthracite miners, de- 
cided yesterday to withdraw the statement. 
No reason was given for its withdrawal, 
but it is believed that some change in their 
plans has taken place which will material- 
ly affect the situation. There was a re- 
port yesterday that the operators held a 
conference on the subject during the after- 
noon, but they denied that any meeting had 

been held. 

President Truesdale of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad had 
nothing to say when reporters called, and 
other Presidents were equally uncom- 
municative. On the question of the part 
the Civic Federation would play in the mat- 
ter in case there were any new negotiations 
for a settlerment one of the Presidents said 
that the Federation would have no hand in 
a settlement if the operators could help it. 

Theré was a general feeling yesterday 
that the strike would not last many week$, 
and it was reported that the independent 
operators were anxious to have it ended. 
Ralph M. Easley, Secretary of the Civic 
Federation, was asked if he would reply to 
the statement in which it was charged that 
the interference of the Federation had 
hastened the strike. 

‘**T cannot discuss the matter,’’ he said. 
‘Any reply would come from Senator Han- 
na, who is Chairman of the Civic Federa- 
tion.” 

Mr. Easley had another conference with 
Senator Hanna over the long-distance tele- 
phone. He would not talk on the subject. 

Some of the independent operators laid 
the blame for the strike on T. D. Nichols, 
one of the District Presidents of the United 
Mine Workers, who was as radical as 
Mitchell was conservative. Nichols talked 
strike all along, while Mitchell opposed it, 
and, according to these operators, Nichols 
has an eye on Mitchell's position is Mitch- 
ell is deposed. 

This view was taken by a representative 
of H. L. Herbert & Co., Liberty and Church 
Streets, operators and wholesale dealers. 
He said that Mitchell was honestly anxious 
to avoid a strike, and added:

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EARTHQUAKE IN FLORIDA. 


Shocks Accompanied by Decisive Re- 
ports Felt for Three Hours Tuesday 
Night at St. Augustine. 

ST. AUGUSTINE, Fla., May 21.- 
continuous shocks, presumably caused 
an earthquake, were felt here from 9 until 
midnight last night. 

The earthquake was 
succession of short but decisive reports like 
distant cannonading, seemingly from far 
ont at sea. The sounds were unlike thun- 
der, having no reverberating roll, and were 
accompanied by decided termors, while the 
sky in the southeast was suffused with a 
glow. 

The reports came at intervals of perhaps 
three minutes, and persons who remember 
the earthquake at Charleston say the noises 
were very similar to the ‘subterranean 
noises accompanying that occurrence. The 
sound traveled from the south to southeast. 

The night was perfectly clear. A number 
of citizens gathered the sea wall and 
timed the intervals between the reports. 


BIG FIRE IN PATERSON. 
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Cooke Locomotive Works for a Time 
Threatened with Destruction— 
They Employ 1,500 Men. 


PATERSON, N. J., May 21.—Fire started 
in the works of the Cooke Locomotive Com- 
pany at 11:45 to-night and the entire works 
for a time were threatened. 

The flames were discovered in the black- 
smithing department, and spread with the 
greatest rapidity to other parts of the 
works, which extend along the Erie Rail- 
road tracks at Madison Street in South 
Paterson 

All of the fire apparatus in the city was 
called out and made a hard fight and final- 
saved the main buildings from destruc- 
tion. The is about $25,000, almost 
wholly on nachinery and tools, as the 
buildings burned were of wood and cld, 
making the loss on them comparatively 
light. 

The works will have to shut down in part 
for several days while the damaged por- 
of the plant are replaced. There is 
much work on hand, however, which can 
be completed so that the shut-down will 
not be total. 

The Cooke Company was some time ago 
swallowed up by the American Locomotive 
Company, which is said to be controlled by 
the International Power Company. Be- 
tween 1,200 and 1,500 men are employed 


in it.

Place bridge, the first trunnion bascule

Nothing but a worm prevents its being of- 
ficially opened then with imposing ‘*ere-

The worm is five feet long and very 
lively. It is made of phosphor bronze, and 
has to be able to stand a pressure of 
45,000 pounds to the square inch.

When it is completed to Mr\% Pihlfeldt's 
satisfaction the whole structure will be 
almost exactly similar to the London Tow- 
er Bri4ge over the Thames, though smaller.

Many Refugees at St. Lucia and 
Guadeloupe. , 


GREAT PANIC ON TUESDAY 


Whole Northern Part of the Island 
Now Destroyed. 


It Is Believed All Martinique Is Doomed 
—Everybody Who Can Do So Get 
ting Away—Heavy Stones Fall 
at the Capital. 


CASTRIES, St. Lucia, May 21.—The 
Norwegian steamer Helga, Capt. Braas- 
tad, arrived here this morning from Fort 
de France, Martinique. She is filled with 
refugees from that port, and reports that 
owing to the continuous fall of heavy 
stones and other volcanic matter there, 
the inhabitants of Fort de France are 
fleeing from the town. 

The Helga was discharging coal at Fort 
de France, but was compelled by the vol- 
canic disturbance to abandon this work, 

Fort de France yesterday was covered 
vith ashes, stones were falling, and a 
tidal wave added to the terror of the pop- 
ulation, which was flying to the hills. 

Three hundred refugees arrived here 
before those brought by the Helga, and 
thousands have embarked for the neigh- 
boring islands. 


POINT-A-PITRE, Guadeloupe, May 21. 
—The steamer Horten arrived here to- 
day 200 refugees from Fort da 
France on board. 

Later the French steamer Salvador, 
with 1,000 people from Fort de France, 
The refugees who have 
reached this ship and the Hor- 
ten are in a pitiable condition. They all 
report that on the morning of May 20 
Mont Pelée vomited a thick cloud of 
black smoke and threw hot mud and 
stones over the greater part of the island, 
while a heavy pall of smoke overhung 
Fort de France. The eruption was fol- 
lowed by flashes of incandescent light, 
and the panic-stricken people fled to the 
shore. 

It was reported at Fort de France that 
some people had been killed at Carbet, 
on the west coast, while Basse Pointe, 
on the northeast coast, is said to have 
been completely destroyed. 

The refugees report further that all 
the vessels at Fort de France are taking 
people away from the island. Every one 
who can do so is getting away. 

The streams of boiling mud and the 
fire from the last eruption of Mont Pelée 
destroyed all that remained of the north- 
ern part of the island, according to the 
refugees, and Martinique seems destined 
to complete destruction. 
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FORT DE FRANCE, May 21.—Yester- 
day's eruption of Mont Pelée, which 
broke out at 5 o'clock in the morning, 
was ten times as violent as that which 
destroyed St. Pierre. Colossal columns of 
voleanic matter were ejected from the 
voleano, which rained huge, red-hot bold- 
ers, many feet in diameter, on the ruins 
of St. Pierre, and the country near it 
from an enormous elevation and with 
fearful velocity. The volcanic clouds ad- 
vanced until they reached Fort de France, 
The rays of the rising sun lighted them 
until the clouds looked Iike molten metal 
suspended in the air and rolling over the 
city. The spectacle was appalling and 
sublime beyond description. 

The whole population of Fort de 
France was thrown into a frenzy of 
panic. Soldiers, police, men and women, 
all terrified, frantic, weeping and pray- 
ing, rushed through the streets, while 
overhead the glowing, fiery clouds rolled 
relentlessly and rained down stones, still 
hot, amid the swirling ashes. The rain 
of stones lasted twenty minutes. It was 
actompanied by loud detonations. 

The steam launch of the United States 
cruiser Cincinnati took some refugees to 
the French cruiser Suchet, and nearly @ 
hundred persons sought refuge on the 
Cincinnati and on the United States 
steamer Potomac. 

As the people hurriedly embarked on 
the vessels in the harbor a number of ca- 
noes capsized. No one, however, was 
drowned. 

It is learned that a whirlwind of fire 
descended on the village of Le Carbet, 
near St. Pierre, and fears are enter- 
tained for the lives of the troops who 
were supposed to be in that village. 

At 10 o'clock the Potomac went to in- 
vestigate matters, and all reports agree 
that Lieut. Benjamin B. McCormick, the 
commander of the steamer, did great 
work. He went in close to St. Pierre and 
found that the remains of the city had 
been bombarded with enormous ejected 
stones and that the ruins left standing 
after the first great disaster had been 
nearly razed. Millions of tons of ashes 
then covered the hideous city of silen 
and death. ake 

Further south smaller stones had de- 
stroyed the houses of the brave villagers 
who had stuck to their homes. 

Lieut. McCormick took on board the 
Potomac 180 refugees, the oldest of 
whom was seventy-two years of age and 
the youngest three days old. The Lieu- 
tenant fed them and brought the party 
to Fort de France. The work of rescue 
was difficult and dangerous. 

It is reported that the whole population 
of the island is fleeing toward Fort de 
France. The consternation prevafling is 
indescribable. Mont Pelée is still very 
threatening. Comparative quiet is re- 
stored, but every one is trying to leave

the island, which the inhabitants believe 
to be doomed. , 

Should the voleano again resume ac- 
tivity seenes of awful panic and horror 
will surely occtr. “Under the frightful 
strain the crowds are losing their nerve, 
and even the foreigners on relief and 
other duty are nearly worn out with the 
ceaseless vigils, day and night. 

Nevertheless, no further relief seems 
needed. The people do not require food. 
They want to get away entirely from this 
place. 

The French cruiser Suchet went on an- 
other tour round the island, but did not 
take part in the rescue work of the Po- 
tomac. Gov. Lhuerre was on board her. 

The United States collier Sterling has 
returned to San Juan, Porto Rico. 
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PARIS, May 21.—The waiting room of 
the Minister of the Colonies, M. Decrais, 
Was again filled to-day with anxious na- 
tives of Martinique and others within- 
terests there. Conspicuous in the throng 
were two gray-gowned, white-capped 
Sisters of Charity, counting their rosa- 
ries and their lips moving in silent pray- 
er as they patiently awaited admission 
to the Minister's office. 

Outside the Ministry of the Colonies 
the morning’s news did not produce an 
apparent ripple on the surface of Paris- 
fan life. The Figaro this morning devotes 
over two pages to President Loubet’s 
visit to the Czar, while Martinique gets 
barely a third of a column. This is a 
fair sample of the estimate of the Paris- 
fan press of the value of the Martinique 
news. 

Gov. Lhuerre of Martinique, in a ca- 
ble dispatch from Fort de France, dated 
May 20, says that at 5:15 o'clock yester- 
day morning the same phenomena ap- 
peared as on the morning of May 8—a 
rain of stones, flashes of light, and 
sounds of explosions in the direction of 
Mont Pelée. The population of Fort de 
France was panic-stricken. 

Later dispatches, under 
date, say that fire was falling at Le Car- 
bet, and that the inhabitants and troops 
had evacuated the place. No further fa- 
talities had occurred. 

The dispatches received here also refer 
to the departure of Gov. Lhuerre, accom- 
panied by Senator Knight, yesterday 
morning, on the Suchet, to reconnoitre in 
the direction of the volcano. 

The officials of the Ministry of the Col- 
onies were much disturbed by this morn- 
ing’s dispatches from Fort de France. 
They thought the worst was over, but 
the messages scem to indicate that an- 
other catastrophe is impending. 

No confirmation has been received here 
of the dispatches reporting that Fort de 
France is being evacuated. As the latest 
‘official cablegrams stated that Gov. Lhu- 
erre had gone to reconnoitre the scene of 
the volcanic disturbance it is probable 
that no further official news will be re- 
ceived for eight or ten hours. 
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DIAMOND ROCK IN. 


Capt. Hansen of the Talisman Sees

Of Diamond 
Rock and the discovery of its supposed 
ecruption Capt. Hansen on his arrival told 
the following story: 

“We sailed from Barbados on the 12th 
inst. The rext morning we made out some 
lights just to the south of Diamond Hilt, 
in Southern Martinique, that were more or 
less puzzling, as we had not on any 
vious vofage sighted nor had we heard any 
ether mariner ever mention having seen 
them. At first I was of the opinion that it 
was the searchlight of one of the warships 
that had been at Fort de France, which 
had, owing to the disturbance in that vicin- 
may, put to sea as a matter of precaution. 
_' The lights continued to be visible until 
the break of day, when they disappeared. 
We had just passed the rock when j made 
out the lights again. This time I thought 
that probaoly some of the sufferers from 
Martinique might have sought refuge there 
and that they were signaling for assistance. 

“i accordingly put back to investigate, 
ang was about 1,000 feet from the rock, 
when 1 was surprised to see a sheet of 
fiame shoot downward from the side of the 
mountain. Then I realized that the rock 
was in eruption. I ordered the Talisman 
turned around and the course resumed. 
The order had hardly been executed when 
what appeared to be 2 cloud of steam or 
smoke poured out of Diamond Hock, com- 
ing down instead of ascending. as in the 
cause of the sheet of flame I mentioned a 
moment ago."’ 

The Italian steamship <Alesandro del 
Buono, Capt. Antonio Mutzi, which left 
Barbados on the 10th inst., also got in yes- 
terday. The story of her Captain was sim- 
fiar to the ones told by the officers of 
other craft that have recently arrived from 
the stricken islands. Capt. Murzi spoke of 
the fall of ashes hundreds of miles from 
Mont Pelée and the sights he saw when 
passing Martinique en route to this port. 

“TI could see St. Pierre plainly from the 
bridge of my vessel,"’ said the Captain, 
“and it goes without saying that the sight 
I witnessed was one of terrible devastation. 
Every building in the city had been de- 
stroyed, the only thing left being a few 
stone walls, through the geps in which we 
could, get glimpses of the destruction be- 
yerd. No lava was being emitted by Pelée 
when I passed, but puffs of vapory smoke 
were coming out of the crater. A dense 
black cleaud of smoke mantled the entire 


island. 

“In the water off St. Pierre I saw a 
number of bodies /loating about. and | 
passed a little steamship whose decks were 
crowded with people. I supposed that she 
had been doing reseue work. I did not 
teuch at any port on Martinique. but came 
direct to New York from Barbados. When 
I last saw Pelée I could make out flames 
coming out of the top of the mountain.”

Mme. Humbert circulated, was that they 
were already possessed of a fortune of 
Several hundred million francs,,and there- 
fore were not in need of any money. What 
they wished was to carry out the plan of 
their uncle to unite the two families of 
Crawford and Humbert. One or the other 
of the brothers (again a little mystery on 
the subject) proposed to Mme. Humbert, 
who pointed out that there was a slight ob- 
stacle to the union in the shape of M. Hum- 
bert. They then offered marriage to the 
Sister, but the sister at that time was a 
schoolgirl. 

* We will wait,” said the obliging broth- 
ers; “‘we are not in a hurry. Meanwhile 
we appoint you {Mme. Humbert) guardian 
of the fortune. You will invest in it French 
rentes, and take therefrom the yearly rev- 
enue of 365,000f. coming to you in any case; 
the remainder, capital and accumulated in- 
terest, will be reserved as a dowry for your 
sister on her marriage.’’

But Mme, Humbert was obliged to live, 
nor was Marie, when she became of age, 
anxious to become the wife of one of the 
brothers, so the brothers through their 
lawyer brought a civil suit against Mme.

Of course, after the first few transactions 
she did not deign to appear personally as a 
suppliant in her own hehale, She secured 
the services of a Maitre Parmentier of 
Havre, a gentleman of much local fame in 
his profession. The story of how Maltre 
Parmentier came to be engaged is curious, 
for it shows that, like the creditors, he had 
no doubt of the existence of the millions. 
One day he was walking on the wharf of 
the seaport when a man approached him 
and asked if he would act for him legally. 

“I do not give consultations in the 
street,"’ said Maitre Parmentier; “be at 
my chambers to-morrow at such a time.”’ 
At the hour named the man presented him- 
self. “‘It is a little affair of 100,000,000f.," 
said the stranger. The man of law looked 
at his visitor and thought he had to deal 
with a madman. Instinctively he opened 
the drawer of his desk, where he keeps a 
revolver, 

“If you will be my solicifr,”’ the man 
went on, “1 will give you any honorarium 
you like. Wili you have 50,000f. provision- 
ally? He wrote out a check, handed it to 
the astonished lawyer, and went out. When 
Maitre Parmentier has cashed that check, 
he began to believe in the millions of his 
met and he has kept on believing ever 
since.

A 
few days later, by what appears a singular 
coincidence-a fact which apparently did 
net strike this confiding gentleman—he re- 
ceived the following letter: 

Sir: Having been informed that you have busi- 
ness relations with M. and Mme. Humbert, and 
Aupposing that alihanking house does not desire 
to leave such sums of money where they are any 
longer, we wish to buy up the debt. We have 
two reasons for making you this offer. 1. We 
are looking at the present moment for an invest- 
ment for a considerable amount of capital. 2. The 
other reason is a political one. If you know of 
any other debts having the same origin we will 
take them also. In case you accept, it will be 
sufficient for vou to telegraph to Maitre Par- 
mentier, lawyer, at Havre, this one word, 

Yes "' and the sum. Vlease reply at your very 
earliest convenience. 

Receive, Sir, our salutations. MULLER. 

The banker immediately rose to the bait. 
M. Muller, this unknown stranger, of 
course, Wanted to take a good thing out of 
his hands. If he wanted to buy Mme. Hum- 
bert’s debts it was because there was suf- 
ficient security. The right thing to do, 
evidently, was to hold on to them—which 
he did, besides advancing another million. 
liowever, in June, 1893, he was again in 
need of money, and again he wrote to Mme. 
Humbert. The lady made seme momentary 
excuse, and about that time he received the 
following letter, dated London, June 29: 
We have been wanting to ask you whether 
It would be agreeable for you to sell us your 
claim on M. Humbert, 65 Avenue de la Grande 
Armée, Paris, At the present moment we are 
buyers of all values to be paid at the end of 
the month of July at the sald house. Vaives 
bearing a longer date would not suit us, Please 
send your reply to Maitre Parmentier, lawyer, at 
liavre, stating at the same time your conditions, 

We beg you, Sir, to receive our sincere saluta- 
tions R. CRAWFORD. 

Naturally, if anybody on earth knew that 
the affair was a good one it was Crawford 
himself, and the result of this letter was 
the loan of another million. Then, when 
month after month passed and nothing 
happened, the unfortunate banker saw 
nought to do but to commit suicide, which 
he did. 


WALDECK-ROUSSEAU'S SUSPICIONS. 


In the meanwhile civil suits began to ac- 
ecumulate and even whispers were heard in 
the tilts between counsellors in the Palais 
de Justice that the seals on the safe in 
the Avenue de la Grande Armée guarded 
nothing more valuable than waste paper. 


Only five vears ago M. Waldeck-Rousseau, 


when speaking to a friend concerning the 
transactions of the son of his late colleague, 


M. Humbert, declared that, in his belief, 
the sate in the palatial mansion contained 
nothing but proof “ of the greatest swindle 
of the century.” 

Maitre Waideck-Rousseau went on to 
state that, as the suggestion of a New York 
solicitor, one of the most honorable and 
most competent, an inquiry was made, 
which proved that no Crawford had ever 
lived at 1,202 Broadway, New York, the ad- 
dress given, or supposed to be given, by the 
brothers Crawford. The official documents 
setting forth this inquiry, signed by W 
ii. Bruder, notary public of New York, and 
dated July 17, 1897, were produced in court 
by Maitre Waldeck-Rousseau. 

{t would appear from recent evidence that 
those victims who had already been caught 
were loath to bar others from their ¢ate- 
gory or to invoke the aid of the Govern- 
ment police.

Intervention, in the denunciation of a 
creditor, however, destroyed the chateau 
des cartes. The expected lenders~-shrank 
back. 

A juge d'instruction tn criminal proceed- 
ings might not only lay his hands on the 
debe ntures and shares, but prosecute those 
who loaned them as parties to a swindle, 
To the very last day, Mme. Humbertre- 
mained in Paris in the hope that she might

Yesterday afternoon the evening papers 
contained in large scare headlines the in- 
telligence that the blow had fallen. At pre- 
cisely 1 o'clock in the afternoon a number 
of official personages arrived at 6) Avenue 
de la Grande Armée, before which a large 
crowd had gathered—for there is not a man, 
weman, or child in Paris who does not 
know the outlines of this strange story by 
heart. The new arrivals, who included the 
two notaries appointed by the court, Maitre 
Parmentier, the avoué of Havre; the Pro- 
curator of the Republic, and the Juge d’In- 
struction, entered the house. However, the 
two notaries issued therefrom shortly after 
with the air of those who should say: “* The 
ghost has not walked for us."’ 

Then it was that M. Cochefort, the noted 
head of the detective police of Paris, ar- 
rived and entered the mysterious house. 
The crowd murmured his name as if it 
were e charm, and, despite the chill east 
wind that belied the merry month of May, 
determined to “ assist’ in the final act of 
this strange drama. 

A safemaker and his men also entered the 
house and the watchers grew doubly inter- 
ested. At 5:30 o'clock it became known 
that the safe had been opened and con- 
tained—nothing; nothing, that is, of any 
value; an old jewel box and some old pa- 
pers and the official seals which had made 
the gigantic swindle possible. 

It was curious, when the locksmiths, di- 
rected by a juge d'instruction, broke open 
the safe and disclosed its emptiness, to see 
how the creditors behaved. They seemed 
moved by the same impulse. Their faces 
changed. 

A blank expression replaced a look of 
feverish expectation. Not one of them 
spoke. They gazed for a moment or more 
at the empty safe in stupid amazement. 
Then they one and all rushed out of the 
house where the Humberts had so long 
lived and operuted, as though it were ac- 
cursed. 

Rumors of a flight are now in the air 
and detectives as well as newspaper report- 
ers are at every port of France, closely 
scrutinizing the passengers of outgoing 
beats in the hope that the Humberts may 
be apprehended before they have a chance 
to leave French soil. 

A dispatch in Le Soir declares that M. 
and Mme. Humbert, together with Mile. 
d’Aurignac, are now on their way to Amer- 
ica. A dispatch from London printed in the 
same issue of the paper, says that they are 
in Liverpool and about to sail for Americt. 

In the warrants which were issued for 
their arrest descriptions are given of M. and 
Mme, Humbert. M. Humbert is described 
as thin, with dark-brown hair and mus- 
tache, pale face, and wearing a gray over- 
coat and soft hat. Femme Humbert, as 
she is termed in the documents, is described 
as of medium size, very stout, brown hair, 
black eyes, and dull features. 


HOW MME. HUMBERT LIVED. 


M. Humbert, to whom all Paris now re- 
fers as le mari de sa femme, was a mem- 
ber of the Chamber of Deputies for the 
Department of the Seine, a department 
thickly dotted over with the chateaus and 
preserves of plutocrats and aristocrats. 
The Menters, Rothschilds, and Perieres 
have seats there. Mme. Humbert's means 


and style of living enabled her to entertain 
her opulent neighbors. M. Humbert set up 
to be a man of taste. He gave up the prac- 
tice of law and went in for painting and 
writing poetry. 

M. and Mme. Humbert bought pictures 
from eminent painters for their salon. 
When difficulties thickened they had 
copies taken to hang and sold the originals. 
Creditors to the last calculated on the 
collection of penser, never suspecting 
the clever trick. 

Mme. Humbert was very 
presented handsome offerings to philan- 
thropic societies. She had a box at the 
opera, which fifteen years ago she succeed- 
ed in wresting from the then Minister of 
Foreign Aftairs. M. Delyanni. This box is 
one of the most desirable in the house and 
the price paid for it by Mme. Humbert was 
30,000 francs annually. 

Among the strange developments of the 
Humbert case one of the strangest has been 
the endeavor of the Nationalist Party to 
make political capital out of it. A violent 
electioneering manifesto came out this 
morning signed by Jules Lemaitre and 
other Nationalist leaders, to the effect that 
“a new Panama has just broken out,’’ and 
that ‘‘M. Waldeck-Rousseau has known the 
truth of the case for the past five years. 
Why did he not institute proceedings 
against the authors of the greatest swindle 
of the age?" 

And then the circular gives this answer: 
‘** Because numerous personages in Goyern- 
ment circles have been their accomplices, 
and perhaps also because they procured for 
the Government the millions which it re- 
quired for various mysterious purposes.”

TORTURED BEFORE HER DEATH. 


Girls Confess to Having Burned and 


Scalided Aged Mrs. Bailey. 

MOUNT HOLLY, N. J.. May 21.—Justice 
Hires of Palmyra this afternoon committed 
to the county jail here Lillian Rogers, 
Hester Rogers, and Blanche Henry, the 
girls accused of having beaten and tortured 
Mrs. Isabella Bailey of Wrightsville before 
her death last Friday. 

The girls are aged nine, twelve, and four- 
teen years. Mrs. Bailey was an aged wo- 
man who was helpless from paralysis. Aft- 
er vhe died it was found she had been 
beaten and that her clothing had been 
set on fire. The girls, who were usually 
her only companions, were accused and 
were arrested on a charge of murder. 

The autopsy showed that the cause of 
death was independent of anything that the 
girls were concerned in They confessed, 
and have been. committed on charges of 
atrocious assault. They beat, scalded, and 
burned the helpless woman, and say they 
did it simply to tease her. They were very 
sorry when brought to the jail here to- 
night and wept and cried so they could be 
heard a block away.

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TERROR IN ST. VINCENT | RELIE FOR MARTINIQUE 


Panic Caused by Another Violent | The Associated Committees Have 


Volcanic Eruption. 


Villagers Pouring Into Kingstown—Re- 
port that a Voicano Near There 
Is Becoming Active. 


KINGSTOWN, St. Vincent, B. W. L, 


May 19.—Another great eruption of the 


| Soufriére voleano occurred last (Sunday) 


night. Throughout yesterday the adjoin- 
ing districts trembled, and some of the 
shocks were felt here. Smoke issued from 
the craters and fissures of the mountain, 
and the atmosphere throughout the isl- 
and was exceedingly hot. 

While, in the bright moonlight, the 
worshippers were returning from church 
at 8:30 P. M., an alarming, luminous 
cloud suddenly ascended thirty to forty 
miles high, in the north of the island, 
and drifted sluggishly to the northeast, 
Incessant lightning fell on the mountain, 
and one severe flash seemed to strike 
about three miles from Kingstown. The 
thunderous rumblings in the craters last- 
ed for two hours and then diminished un- 
til they became mere murmurings. The 
remainder of the night was clear. Ashes 
fell from 10 o'clock until midnight. 

The inhabitants frenzied with 
fear at the time of the outbreak, dread- 
ing a repetition of the catastrophe which 
caused such terrible loss of life on this 
island. They ran the streets into 
the open country, crying and praying for 
preservation from another terrible ca- 
lamity. No one on the island slept dur- 
ing the night, which seemed to pass very 
slowly. 

Reports received here from the districts 
in the vicinity of the volcano say that 
the rumblings of the craters were appall- 
ing, and that streams of lava flowed 
down the mountainside. 

The villagers who fled to Chateau Be- 
lair and Georgetown for safety are now 
pouring into Kingstown, this being the 
furthest town from the Soufritre. The 
Roval Mail steamer Wear is bringing ref- 
ugees here from Chateau Belair. Kings- 
town is now congested, and the demands 
on the Government are increasing rapidly 
as more and more people are obliged to 
leave their homes. 

The continuous agitation of the volcano 
and the absence of rain have caused the 
vicinity of the afflicted yillages to look 
like portions of the Sahara Desert. 

A thick, smoky cloud overspreads the 
island. All is suspended here, 
the streets are empty and every one is 
terror-stricken. The feeling of suspense 
is painful. People pass their time gazing 
ut the northern sky, where the thunder- 
clouds gather, listening to the 
mournful roaring of the volcano, 

Ashes and pumice are falling slowly in 
the outlying districts. 

To-day there an alarming report, 
from a credible source, that Enham 
Mountain, near the Marriaquia Valley, 
an old and, as was supposed, extinct cra- 
signs of activity. This

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PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, May 19.— 
The outbreak of the Soufri@re volcano, on 
St. Vincent, is now apparently modify- 
ing. While it lasted there were heavy ex- 
plosions and discharges of electric fire at 
night.

LONDON, Mav .—The correspondent 
of The Daily Mail at Kingstown, St. 
Vincent, describes in a dispatch the con- 
ditions on that island. He says that 60 
per cent. of the persons injured cannot 
recover. The whole island resembles the 
Sahara, and the graves of human beings 


and the remains of animals are seen on 


every side. Owing to the difficulty of 
breathing, the correspondent could not 
get near La Soufriére. Everywhere on 
the island the rivers have been stopped 
by the dust or lava, and in one valley the 
dust lies sixty feet deep. Most of the 
deaths in St. Vincent were caused by a 
blast of heated sulphurous air. 

The authorities have ascertained, con- 
tinues the correspondent, that the rumor 
that another crater was formed by the 
eruption of last Sunday is untrue. 

The sun was obscured all day Monday, 
and the temperature rose to 105 degrees 
Fahrenheit in the shade. Heavy dust fell 
that day and terrified the crowds of isl- 
anders who were praying along the sea-

It seems, says the correspondent, that 
the dense air is probably caused by the 
voleanic dust from the eruption of Sun- 
day being blown back on the island by 
the trade wind. This explanation has 
relieved the anxiety. 


THE DIXIE AT FORT DE FRANCE. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—Secretary of 
the Navy Mcody has received a cablegram 
from Capt. Berry of the Dixie announcing 
the arrival of that relief ship at Fort de 
France to-day. 

@Capt. Berry added that he would leave 


half of the relief stores at Martinique, 
where there already was sufficient food, 
and carry the remainder to St. Vincent. 

Adjt. Gen. Corbin to-night received the 
following cabiegram from Capt. Gallagher, 
who went to Martinique on the Dixie: 

“ Effects of eruption confined to north- 
ern portion of island. St. Pierre and ncigh- 
boring villages totally destroyed. Thirty 
thousand a fair estimate of loss of life in 
zone of destruction. Physical conditions 
normal, but people panic-stricken, ‘his 
condition was increased by yesterday's 
eruption. which was quite severe, but did 
not materially add to desolation. Supplies 
of all kinds sufficient for cight weeks. 
What has been done was just what emer- 
gency demanded, and nothing further can 
be suggested. Government and people nost 
grateful. Dixie now discharging part of 
saree. Will proceed with what remains to 
St, Vincent,”

Over $100,000 Now on Hand. 


A Passenger on the Dixie Reports Con- 
ditions as Bad as Has Been 
Stated on the Islands. 


The Executive Committee of the As- 
sociated Committees for the relief of the 
sufferers in Martinique and the West In- 
dian Islands met at the Chamber of Com- 
merce yesterday. The committee has re- 
ceived no further cable advices, but is 
waiting to hear from William R. Corwine, 
who sailed on the Fontahelle last Saturday. 
There was, however, an informal discus- 
sion of the plans proposed for the judicious 
application of the funds in hand, which 
are in excess of $100,000. The idea of the 
committee is to restore the people of the 
islands as rapidly as possible to a condition 
in which they can care for themselves. Re- 
gret was expressed that latest advices are 
anything but reassuring. The general com- 
mittee will meet at ~ o'clock to-day.

BURGLARS AWAKEN A VILLAGE. 


They Escape with Their Booty After 
Wrecking Lodi Post Office Building. 


PASSAIC, N. J., May 21.—Masked’ bur- 
glars about 2:30 o'clock this morning visited 
Lodi, in Bergen County, and broke into the 
Post Office, in the Ker Block, smashing the 
front door to gain an entrance. 

The thieves bored two holes in the old 
safe door and filled the holes with some ex- 
plosive. Mail bags and papers were piled 
on the safe to deaden the sound. The bur- 


glars either misjudged the strength of the 
door or placed too much of the explosive in 
the holes, owing to jgnorance of its powers. 
The result was an explosion that threw the 
tenants in the building out of their beds 
and aroused half the village. 

The safe was wrecked, as well as every- 
thing breakable in the Post Office, Win- 
dows were cracked and the building was 
wrecked. The thieves gathered the stamps 
and money and made for the street. 

Mr. Ker, who had been thrown from his 
bed, dashed into the street without waiting 
to dress. thinking it was an earthquake 
and fearing the next tremor would demol- 
ish the puliding. As he reached the side- 
walk the thieves were running from the 
doorway. He shouted out to them to stop, 
but two of them turned and fired shots 
from their pistols. The aim was bad. Men 
and women were running through the 
streets in all directions, all thinking it was 
an earthquake, and making for the open 
spaces. To add to the confusion the thieves 
began to cry ‘“ Fire!" and this served to 
further excite the citizens, Several men 
who came to their senses gave chase and 
almost caught up with the thieves, who 
opened fire. This drove the pursuers to 
Sheiter, and the thieves got away in the 
darkness, 

Postmaster Andrew Mercer, who lives two 
blocks from the Post Office, was awakened 
by the explosion, and thinking a boiler in 
one of the mills had exploded. dashed up 
Main Street. He saw the thieves in flight, 
but had. no thought.ef the Post Office be- 
ing robbed. Mr. Mercer refuses to say how 
much was taken, and at once notified the 
Post Office authorities.

THE ASSEMBLY TALKS 
OF FOREIGN MISSIONS 


John Wanamaker Commends Ef- 
fort Going On in India. 


Dr. Arthur J. Brown of the Board Speaks 
of the Philippines and Answers 
Archbishop Ireland. 


ee 


Foreign missions was the subject which 
claimed most of the attention of the Pres- 
byterian General Assembly yesterday. In 
the morning at the Fifth Avenue Presby- 
terlan Church the Assembly heard the re- 
port of the Foreign Missionary Board, and 
in the evening as many people as could 
get seats in Carnegie Hall crowded there 
to listen to speeches on this same subject 
of Christian work in other countries. 

Ex-Postmaster General John Wanamaker 
presided over the meeting in Carnegie Hall, 
and he said a good ‘many things about the 
trip he took recently to India. He said he 
wished he had gone there twenty years 
ago, for he would have known how to do so 
much more with money than had been his 
privilege. Mr. Wanamaker also adressed 
an overflow meeting in the Central Pres- 
byterian Church, West Fifty-seventh 
Street, and in this speech he advised alls 
his hearers to take a trip to India as soon 
as they could go. 

Seated on the platform last night, in addi- 
tion to the large choir under the leadership 
of F. H. Jacobs, were the Rev. Dr. Henry 
Van Dyke, Moderator of the General As- 
sembly; the Rev. Dr. Arthur J. Brown, and 
numerous missionaries who have just re- 
turned to this country for a short furlough 
from their regular work. Covering the 
wall at the back of the platform was an 
immense map of the world, showing in 
colors something of the development of 
missions. 


MR. WANAMAKER’S ADDRESS. 


It was announced at the beginning of the 
service that the Rey. Dr. John D. Wells, 
who had been scheduled to make the open- 
ing prayer, was very ill. The Rev. Dr. Van 
Dyke offered the invocation in Dr. Wells's 
stead. Mr. Wanamaker himself then began 
speaking, without any introduction. He re- 
ferred to the evening two years ago when 
at the Ecumenical Conference on Missions 
President McKinley, ex-President Harrison, 
and the then Gov. Roosevelt had spoken of 
foreign missions from that pletform. It 
had made a profound impression upon the 
world, he declared; it vas a shot heard 
round the world, like that at Lexington. 

Mr. Wanamaker spoke further of the 
Speech of President Roosevelt on Tuesday 
night, and said that he agreed with the 
President in that it was an honor to this 
Nation that it had so soon heard the cry of 
distress from Martinique and responded to 
that cry so promptly. The speaker then 
told of his trip through Ceylon and India, 
where he investigated the subject of for- 
eign missions for himself, to see if it was 
all worth while. 

He said that Ceylon was a veritable para- 
dise, but peopled almost entirely with the 
worshippers of bronze, wooden, or clay 
gods. The exception were the small mluor- 
ity of cultivated people, who figuratively 
put a piece of tissue paper between their 
eyes and the image, and fancied they were 
at the altar of an unknown god, worship- 

ing they knew not what. In India, said 
Mr. Wanamaker, the people are wondrous- 
ly serious and mysterious. Nine-tenths of 
them are terribly poor, and only fifteen out 
of every hundred could read. 

“Tf this be true,” he continued, “ you 
can judge how India is crippled by ignor- 
ance and idolatry. To be born i land 
where the only way ‘to get out of it is to 
die and be burned, unless you break with 
the religion of your fathers and friends, 
and become an outcast from family and 
every tie that is dear, is a condition as 

itiable as it is unalterable while Hindu- 
$m exists. India’s religion walls off its 
people from all the world, 

“I desire to say some things that I would 
like to abbreviate sufficiently to form a 
telegram to every hard-headed business 
man, the non-professing Christian, and 
generous-hearted giver for education; the 
earnest praying Christian man and woman 
eager to do something in the world with 
money, and to every thoughtful ¢ollege 
student and Sunday school teacher. 

*“* While the British Government from its 
Indian war tax funds assist India’s col- 
leges, schools, and hospitals, I found that 
the largest proportion of humanitarian re- 
ligious work going on there was traceable 
to the Christian religion. 

“By personal contact with the work and 
workers, I convinced myself that the work 
of missionaries, clergymen, teachers, doc- 
tors, and Christian helpers was _ healthy, 

racticable, and well administered. In its 

usiness administration it is quite as eco- 
nomically done as any business firm can 
establish and support business extensions 

rmanently and successfully in lands far 

istant from home, climate and custom re- 
quiring different modes of living. No pri- 
vate business man can administer from the 
United States properties and finances in 
India for less, as a rule, than the board is 
Oe ypstering them. 

“When I realized the good that was 
being done with the money, the wonderful 
opportunities that were open, the cheap- 
mess of real estate, the inexpensiveness of 
living,, I felt sorry that I had not gone 
to India twenty years ago to learn what 

use could be made of money. To my 
mind, to self-centre ourselves in our cities 
and neighborhoods, and stop short of for- 
cign lands, without missionary work, is to 
hold back the day of our Lord’s coming 
to the’ old weric he was born in, tramped 
over, was buried in, and promised to come 
back to. 

“We have been gazing into the heavens 
60 long that God has to open volcanoes 
to bring back to our eyes this old earth: 
ay! thousand must go down to waken 
us to the thousand millions going down 
in spiritual darkness. India with {ts 311,- 
000,000 ‘of people to-day has less than three 
Presbyterian missionaries to every million. 


WARNING AGAINST DEBT. 


“Is there not underneath the patriotism 
that applauds the President's glowing words 
about our flag a patriotism for the king- 
dom of heaven on earth—Christian impe- 
rialism? Shall the Church of God condemn 
the watering of incorporated share compa- 
nies to which the immense economies, ener- 


gies, possibilities of the country’s progress 
will grow up, while she sits stil] overwater- 
ized with tears and prayers, evaporating in 
resolutions and inadequate giving occa- 
sioned by unsystematic and unbusinesslike 
administration of Church collections? Is 
it any~wonder that she can only play at for- 
eign missions while the local churches al- 
low themselves to be run with annual deft- 
cits, knowing all the time that all debts, 
if not a danger to church life, are granite 
walls and huge gates against the forward 
movement of missions? 

“The Christian heart has the motive all 
right, but needs a locomotive, of which the 
minister must be the engineer and the 
member the fuel. In our faith there is for 
the soul of man certain resurrection, but 
there is no resurrection for a lost oppor- 
tunity,” 

In the course of his addres», Mr. Wana- 
maker remarked that the 20th of May was 
hereafter to be Cuba's Fourth of July, ada- 
ing a new wreath of evergreen to the mem- 
ory of the martyred President, whose sol- 
emn_ pledge on behalf of the American peo- 
ple had been faithfully kept. This remark

Another of the speakers at this meeting 
was the Rev. Dr. Arthur J. Brown, Secre- 
tary of the Board of Foreign Missions, 
who hag recently returned from a_ trip 
through Asia. In the course of his address 
he said:

REBUKE FOR PRESBYTERIANS 
IN THEIR MISSION WORK. 


Legacies Alone, Says Dr. Fenn, Saved 
Foreign Board from Debt—Total 


Receipts, $1,097,637. 

Commissioners to the General Assembly 
listened almost breathlessly to the Rev. 
Dr. Courtenay H. Fenn as he presented the 
report of the Committee on Foreign Miss- 
jons at the session of yesterday morning. 
He announced that during the past year 
$1,097,637 had been contributed for mission 
work, the largest amount in the history of 
the board. He then continued, saying: 

“ But, brethren of the Assembly, follow 
your committee for a moment in an analy- 
Sis of this glorious result, and the glory 
which we may be inclined to take to our- 
selves will fade away and give place to a 
confusion of face. Whence comes this 


gain? Is it from a church quickened and 
inspired with missionary zeal?" 

“Not at all. We may as well face the 
shameful fact that in the year of America's 
greatest financial prosperity, in which al- 
wost every Presbyterian has shared, in 
this year of the greatest spiritual prosper- 
‘ty abroad the Church has ever seen; in 
this year of aggressive advance, had it not 
been that the Lord has called home to 
Himse/f a larger number than usual of 
iiberai hearted Presbyterians, the Board of 
Foreign Missions must have reported to 
= Assembly a debt, and not a small one 
either. 

“ The gifts of the churches were less than 
last year by $271.53; those of the Sunday 
schools and young people's societies less 
by $19,895.22, and those of individuals less 
by $3,841.34. The only gains are from the 
Women’s Boards, $56,471.91, at least half 
of which is excess in legacies and from 
legacies direct, $76,843.54. 

“Those who are responsible for saving 
us from debt are the dead, not the living! 
For the church to continue to pray for 
more money to carry on this work and not 
increase its own contributions, is to commit 
the horrible impiety of praying God to 
take more home of His servants, that the 
stinginess of the Assembly on earth may be 
atoned for by the generosity of the assem- 
bly above, who have no further use for the 
money. 

“We think with a shudder of the son who 
waits eagerly for the father’s death that 
he may enjoy the estate, but it is not more 
dreadful than the position of the church 
which looks to the decease of its members 
for the support of its own work while wast- 
ing its substance in luxurious if not riot- 
ous living."’ 

Dr. Fenn offered fifteen resolutions, one 
of them recommending that $1,500,000 be 
raised for the work of the coming year. 
Addresses in connection with the report 
were made by a large number of mission- 
aries. Other reports to be presented during 
the day were those on Sabbath school work 
and that of the Boara of Aid for Colleges. 

The Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix and the Rev. 
Dr. Theodore L. Cuyler were introduced to 
the Assembly. 

The first order of business for to-day is 
the discussion of the question of creed re- 
vision. It is believed that the committee's 
report on this subject will be adopted, but 
many criticisms will probably e made 
upon the report. 


QUEENS DELEGATES ON TRIAL. 


Davies and Richenstein, Accused of Re- 
porting Falsely to Republican Coun- 


ty Convention, Face a Jury. 

John A. Davies and William Richenstein, 
indicted by the Queens County Grand Jury 
for having reported to the Republican 
County Convention last Fall that a confer- 
ence committee of which they were mem- 
bers had failed to agree with a similar 
one from the Citizens’ Union on a fusion 
candidate for Borough President, were 
placed on trial in Long Island City yester- 
day. The Citizens’ Union claimed that the 


committees agreed upon John A. Van Nos- 
trand. The report of the committee caused 
the Republicans to nominate Henry Doht. 
The only interesting witness for the peo- 
ple was a delegate named Sinclair, who 
was also a member of the _ conference 
committee from the Republican Con- 
vention. He testified that he had voted 
for co Nostrand on the final ballot. On 
cros8-examination by Daniel Noble he ad- 
mitted that he was the man who made the 
motion to make the selection unanimous. 
Mr. Noble made him admit that the motion 
was not regular, as it could not be made 
by “one of the majority. Mr. Sinclair 
claimed he considered himself a member 
of the minority because he was one of two 
Republicans to vote for Van Nostrand. 
r. Davies, on the stand in his own be- 
half, contended that the report he made 
was correct as the ten members of the 
oint committee had not agreed, and that 
e, Mr. Richenstein, and one other had 
voted to the last against anyone but 
Doht. Only seven had voted to make the 
selection of Van Nostrand unanimous. He, 
Mr. Richenstein, and a third conferree had 
remained silent on the ground that no one 
but one of themselves had the right to 
offer a motion to make the selection unan- 
imous. The selection was to be satisfactory 
to all, and as it was not satisfactory to 
three of the ten conferrees he had reported 
as he did. The case will continue to-day.

THE W. C. T. U. IN SESSION. 


One Speaker Talks of Heredity—An- 
other of Reform Cases. 


Widely varied phases of the tiquor ques- 
tion were discussed at the annual conven- 
tion of the New York County Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union at the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church of the Saviour, in 
One Hundred and Ninth Street, near Mad- 
ison Avenue, yesterday. Mrs. Frances A, 
Westerfield, the President, presided. 

Mrs. M. J. Annable of Brooklyn, State 
Superintendent of the Union's Rescue Work, 
told of a record kept of the 800 descendants 
of a woman who died seventy-five yeurs 
ago in Brooklyn, where she was a drunkarid 
and disorderly house keeper. Of these 700 
had been in jail, 342 were drunkards, 127 
were immoral by their own confession, and 
37 had paid the law's penalty for murder.

FAREWELL LETTER 
OF ENTOMBED MINERS 


Proof That They Lived for Hours 
After the Explosion. 


Left Directions to Their Families—Lat- 
est Estimate Is that 226 Men 
and Boys Perished. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., May 21.—The latest 
estimate of loss of life in the Fraterville 
coal mine disaster at Coal Creek Is 226, 
including contract miners, day laborers and 
boy helpers. The last find reported was 
that of thirteen bodies in an entry. Five 
of them had written letters before life 
became extinct. One of these letters gave 
the time of day, it was written at 2:50 
o'clock Monday afternoon, thus indicating 
that these and perhaps other entombed 
men, lived many hours after the terrible 
explosion which occurred Monday morning 
at 7:30 o'clock. 

The letters gave a general suggestion of 
the suffering that was undergone, indicat- 
ing that the men were gradually being 
strangled to death by the foul gaseous air 
that was filling the mine. One piteously 
read: ‘‘ My God, for another breath.” 

The letters in the main were directions 
to families as to what disposition should be 


made of the writers’ bodies and business 
affairs and instructions as to raising the 
families. One of the victims, an orphan, 
addressed his letter “To Everybody,” and 
leaded that they change their way of 
iving. 

President J. W. Howe of the United Mine 
Workers. of America for District 19 went 
into the mines to-day to make an inspection 
and to assist in the rescue work. 

President John Mitchell of the Mine 
Workers of America has sent $100 for the 
relief fund, and Mr. Howe to-day an- 
nounced that the Mine Workers of America 
would at once expend $1,000 for the needy 
families of its members who died in the 
mine, and more will be available if needed. 

State Mine Inspector Shifflett will not 
make his inspection until the mine is 
cleared of some of the débris. Mrs. 
George Atkins, wife of the mine foreman 
who was killed in the disaster, has com- 
pletely lost her mind. 

The rescuing parties that went in Mon- 
day are completely exhausted, and new 
men are sent into the mines to-day, Physi- 
cians positively forbade any of the first 
rescuers returning. They have been in con- 
tact with the gaseous air for so long that 
they have become weakened, and it is 
feared they could not survive the arduous 
work. Many hardy miners from other sec- 
tions are here, and from these the rescuing 
parties were made up to-day. 

Money is badly needed, and the outside 
world is urged to send in contributions to 
R. M. Lindsay, Chairman of the Relief 
Committee, Coal Creek, Tenn. 

The cause of the disaster developed to- 
day, when it became known that gas had 
collected in an abandoned mine close by, 
into which an opening had been accidental- 
lv made last week by a boy working in a 
lateral. An attempt was made to stop u 
the opening, but it is belleved that a lea 


remained. 


NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 


The Ann Arbor Railway Secured by a 
Syndicate Identified with 
Gould Interests. 


The Ann Arbor Railroad has been ac- 
quired by a syndicate which is closely iden- 
tified with the Gould interests, and the 
road wi!l hereafter be operated in the in- 
terest of the Wabash system. Details of 
the price paid for the control could not be 
obtained. The deal was consummated not 
by purchase in the open market, but by 

rivate negotiations with the few men who 

eld the control. 

The Ann Arbor Railroad is a small road, 
292 miles long, running from Toledo, Ohio, 
to Frankfort, Mich. It is a reo nization 
of the Toledo. Ann Arbor and Michigan. 
From Frankfort the company operates car 
ferries across Lake Michigan to Gladstone 
and Menominee, Mich., and to Kewaunee 
«znd Manitowoc, Wis. By means of these 
ferries the company makes connection 
with the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
the Wisconsin Central, the Chicago and 
Northwestern, and the Minneapolis, St. 
Paul and Sault Ste. Martie. 

The road has a capital stock of $7,250,000, 
of which $3,250,000 is common and $4,000,000 
is preferred stock. The funded debt con- 
sists of $7,000,000 first mortgage bonds. 
Its gross earnings last year were $1,754,- 
148, and its net earnings were $444,955. 


TO LIGHT THE ERIE TUNNEL. 


An Electric Service to Illumine the Ber- 
gen Passage Nearly Completed. 


The Erie Railroad tunnel at Jersey City 
is being equipped with electric lights and it 
is expected that the system will be in oper- 


ation within ten days. 

There will be 150 lights, placed at inter- 
vals of fifty feet. They will be on a level 
with the locomotives, so that engineers can 
have no trouble in seeing them. 


LEASED BY CHICAGO ELEVATED. 


The Northwestern Gets an Extension 
to the Populous Evanston District. 


Special to The New York Times, 
CHICAGO, May 21.—The Evanston branch 
of the Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroad 
has been leased to the Northwestern Ele- 
vated, giving the latter direct surface con- 
nection between its northern terminals and 


a district containing a population of 500,000. 
It is the intention of the elevated road to 
operate the double-track line of the St. 
Paul from Wilson Avenue, the elevated 
structure’s terminus, northward to Evans- 


ton. 

It is believed that for a time the elevated 
will adopt the plan pursued by the Lake 
Street evated Company—that of running 
its trains down from the elevated structure 
to the surface tracks and having them 
continue north without the necessity of a 
change on the part of the passengers. It 
will be necessary for the lessees to estab- 
lish a heavy trolley system for motive pow- 
er, or else, if they can protect their right 
of way, to install a third-rail system. 


Michigan Road’s President May Be Out.

RAILROAD PENSION 


The Reading Company Inaugurates a 
Scheme of Retiring Employes 
Seventy Years of Age. 

Special to The New York Times. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 21.—Following 
the example set by other roads, the Read- 
ing Railway Company, after a meeting of 
the Board of Directors to-day, announced 
that it had inaugurated a pension system 
for its employes. The system will supple- 
ment the Philadelphia and Reading Relief 
Association. 

All employes not appointed by the Board 
of Directors to executive positions, who 
have reached the age of seventy years, 
will be retired, and if they have been in 
the employ of the company for thirty 
years, they will be pensioned. All em- 
ployes over sixty-five years old, who have 
been in the service for thirty years, and 
who have become incapacitated, will be 
retired and pensioned. The monthly allow- 
ance will be upon the following basis: 

For each year of service 1 per cent. of 
the average regularly monthly pay for ten 
years next preceding retirement. ‘The Pen- 
sion Board shall have power, in case a 
faithful employe of the company shall have 
received injuries which totally incapacitates 
him for his regular or other vocation to 
take his case under consideration and 
award him such sum as a pension for such 
length of time as the board shall deter- 
mine. ; 

No person will be taken into the service 
of the company who is over thirty-five 
years of age, except with_the approval of 
the Board of Directors. Former employes 
may be re-employed within a period of three 
years and persons may, irrespective of age 
limit, be employed where the service for 
which they are needed requires professional 
or other special qualifications. 

The pension system will eventually ex- 
tend to all companies controlled by the 
Reading Railway.

goods section, but to the little gore lot at 
the northeast corner of Third Avenue and 
One Hundred and Forty-ninth Street. 

“ frontages '' are six inches on Third Ave- 
nue and fourteen inches on One Hundred 
and Forty-ninth, Street, and a careful sur- 
vey shows that its area is approximately 
forty square inches. 

For this lot J. Clarence Davies has paid to 
Samuel G. Walker $200, or $5 per square 
inch? At this rate a square foot would be 
worth $720 and an ordinary city lot, 25 by 
100, such as is sometimes the site of a poor 
man’s dwelling, could be bought for the 
modest sum of $1,800,000. The taxes on the 
little lot amount to 68 cents annually. 

Not alone on account of these figures, 
however, is the transaction a remarkable 
one. Mr. Davies is not the owner of ad- 
joining property, but intends to handle the 
lot of forty square inches all by itself under 
a scheme which, if practicable, will yield 
an annual return of about 500 per cent. on 
the $200 investment. Mr. Davies says that 
the stoop-line privilege covers a strip five 
feet wide on both the avenue and street 
frontages of his lot, and that this will af- 
ford sufficient area for a covered entrance 
and also for a flight of stairs leading down- 
ward. Once below the surface, according 
to Mr. Davies's ideas, his ownership of the 
little gore will entitle him to construct

The immediate financial future of Cuba 
is a matter of concern, as the customs re- 
ceipts have fallen off appreciably during 
the last few weeks, and the aid of the 
wealthy classes may be essential to tide 
Cuba over a crisis. Should one come, with 
the small surplus turned over to the re- 
public and the present rate of receipts, 
against the increase in expenditures on 
account of Congress and the new salaries, 
the Treasury might be in difficulties be« 
fore next Fall. For this reason President 
Palma insists upon the lowest possible sal- 
aries and the most rigid economy. He is 
determined that the island shall live within 
its income. The new Governmert will 
give this matter immediate attention, and, 
if it should be absolutely necessary, the 
expenses will be curtailed or some changes 
may be made in the Internal revenue taxes 
to increase the revenues. 

The latter step, however, the new Gov- 
ernment will be loath to take, because of 
its bad moral effect. The chief hope lies 
in the immediate negotiation of a reciproc- 
ity treaty with the United States, to permit 
of the marketing of the island's sugar.

That the South believes in expansion and 
is. loyal to the Union was the sentiment of 
those who’ gathered !ast night at Del- 
monico’s on the occasion of the fourth 
annual banquet of the American Asiatic 
Association. William W. Rockhill, special 
Commissioner of the United States to China 
during the race riots, was the guest of 
honor! A letter of regret was read from 
Wu-Ting-Fang, the Chinese Minister, in 
which he stated that the Chinese should 
know the Americans better and the Ameri- 
cans understandéthe Chinese better. 

5. W. Webb presided and John Foord act- 
ed as toastmaster. The first toast was to 
the President of-the United States. Senator 
Pritchard of North Carolina responded.. He 
said, in part: 

**Although the/President of the United 
States hails from North of Mason and 
Dixon's line, it is his desire and honest pur- 
pose to do that which’ will promote the 
welfare of every State in the Union. He 
-has in good faith taken up the work ‘which 
was inaugurated by President McKinley, 
Which had for its object the extension of 
the trade of the Southern people into the 
Orient, and while many are in doubt in 
this country as-to the policy of the United 
Brite with respect to the retention of the 

hilippine Islands, I confidently believe 
that in the end the good judgment of the 
American people will be that we shall re- 
tain_those islands permanenily. 

“The great problem with which the 
Southern people have had to deal in the 
past has been as to where we could find 
an adequate market for raw cotton and the 
cotton fabrics of the South; and I want to 
say to you to-night that the only hope for 
the Southern Pa" in that respect is in 
the Orient, and inasmuch as the Philippine 
Islands lié in the pathway ‘to the Orient, I 
cannot for the life of me understand how 
any Southern man who has the good of his 
country at heart, and especially the welfare 
of the Southern people at heart, can for one 
moment contemplate the idea of relinquish- 
ing our-jurisdiction over those islands.” 

John Foord was the next speaker. He 
spoke in part as follows: 

“Mr. Rockhill embodies to the business 
men here Seger ene extremely valuable 
idea, and that is his career is a convincing 
demonstration of the fact that the diplo- 
matic service of this country can be di- 
vorced from partisan politics. Mr. Rock- 
hill entered public life under a Democratic 
administration. Nobody cares now or 
thinks what are Mr. Rockhill’s politics. 

‘They, do know that Mr. Rockhill is émi- 
nently the most capable man to perform 
certain ditties. I ask you as business men 
is not that the ideal after all of public 
service, and above all is not that the ideal 
of our Diplomatic Rervice! a6 

Mr. Rockhill, in reSponding to the toast, 
“The Open Door in China,"’ said, in part: 

“By spreading among our people a cor- 
rect knowledge of conditions in the East, 
by preventing hasty action or inconsider- 
ate and untimely demands on China which 
may retard its progress, disturb its people, 
and perhaps precipitate grave trouble, you 
serve your particular interest as wella3 the 
more general interests of our Government. 

“The open door to commerce in China, 
which the United States has done so. much 
to secure, seems better insured in 1902 than 
we feared it ever could be. The,experience 
acquired by the foreign powers in 1900-01 has 
taught them that whatever may be the de- 
fects of the Chinese plan of government, it 
is the best suited to that peculiar people. 

‘“‘Tt is not surprising therefore that with- 
in the last few months, this genera] feel- 
ing should have found expression in solemn 
assurances by the eat military powers 
of the world, pledging themselves to up- 
hold the independence and territorial 
integrity of China and reasserting their 
former promises to maintain ie maple 
of the open door throughout the Empire. 

“Our own share in the trade of 1900 has 
gratifyingly expanded. It reached, accord- 
ing to a recent Consular report, $42,000,000. 
But while our exports showed an increase 
of $7,500,000, pyr imports decreased by 
About the same amount over the previous 
years. This decrease in China's exports, 
which last year amounted to about the 
value of 50,000,000 taels, and which neces- 
sitated the export of gold and silver io the 
value of nearly 13,000,000 taels, is yearly 
becoming more marked. It calls for your 
serious consideration. 

“You remember that the negotiations of 
Peking in 1901 incidentally secured for for- 
eign trade, thanks to the persistent efforts 
of our Goyernment, coxtonn additional fa- 
cllities, and removed certain burdens which 
had for long years hampered it.. There re- 
mained, ‘however, a considerable number of 
questions affecting trade to be considered 
with China after the signing of the protoco! 
of Sept. 7, 1901, 

“It would have unquestionably been to 
the advantage of all the parties interested 
if these negotiations had been conducted 
jointly by the powers, but for 3 s rea- 
sons, the strongest of which seems to have 
been lassitude after the protracted Peking 
conference, separate negotiations have been 
entered on, and we are anxiou8ly Watching 
their outcome. - 

‘We seemingly prefer to leave things as 
they are, because we do not believe in 
China’s willingness or ability to introduce 
honesty in any branch of her administra- 
tion. do not hold this opinion myself. I 
think that rapid reform in China is ex- 
tremely difficult and doubtful, but not by 


|} any means impossible. 


“The Government has unquestionably 
the power to carry it out. I think it will 
have the will. As matters now stand it ts 
evidently to our interest to let the Brit- 
ish negotiations continue at Shanghai. If 
the results obtained satisfy us, we can ac- 
cept the British treaty under ‘ the most fa- 
vored nation clause.’ If they fail short of 
our expectations, we can push our own 
negotiations a try and do better." 

enator McLauria of South Carolina said 
in part: 

*“Most of the members of this associa- 
tion are Northern men, Interested in enter- 
prises of Northern origin and therefore 
naturally looking at thihgs from the North- 
ern point of view. But I cannot tof em- 
phatically assure you that the business in- 
terests of the North inextricably are inter- 
woven with those of the South. We all 
see that all our Southern industries have a 
National and internatianal importance. 

“The United States has learned of late 
years that it needs an ever-widening and 
expanding market for its products, and it 
has found an important foreign outlet 
among the teeming millions of the Orient. 
The Asiatic market has came into the field 
as one of the most prominent factors in the 
modern commercial problem, and I feel 
quite sure it has come to stay. 
| “The conservation of our Chinese trade 
appears to me to be of the utmost {mport- 
anee. We are rapidly becoming the great- 
est cotton manufacturing country in the 
world, and the story of the recent develop- 
ment of this industry in the South reads 
like a dream.” 

Just, before Senator McLaurin concluded 
he said: 

** Now that the newspapers have all I care 
to say publicly, I have this explanation to 
make among ourselves. The reason why 


| some of the Southern Senators voted as 
| they did on this Chinese question was be- 


cause they felt somewhat indebted to the 
Senators from the Western Coast who had 
essisted ‘the Senators from the South in 
some matters we had had pending regard- 
ing the race question, 

“ They therefore felt it their duty to vote 
with the coast Senators for that reason. 
I've got a good deal of sympathy for any 
people that are confronted by @ danger 
from the race question, and rather than 
subject the Western people to any such 
danger, would have voted with them. I 
would plaw in a ditch with a one-eyed mule 
down Seuth rather than tea have been the 
cause of piecing such a danger before the 
Western nators. But I couldn't see that 
such danger existed. fo I voted as I aid 
with the Asiatic society.” 

M. Zumoto, editor of the Tokio Times. 
was introduced as the next speaker, and 
responded to the toast “ The Guardian of 
the Open Door in China."’ The Rev. W. R. 
Widderspoon was the last speaker, and had 
for his theme “‘ The United States as a 
World Power.’ 


FRASER DIVORCE SUIT. 


Mother Allowed Custody of Her Chil- 
dren Pending the Trial. 

Justice Wilmot M. Smith, in the Supreme 
Court, Brooklyn, heard a motion yesterday 
made on behalf of Allan W. Fraser for 
the custody of. his two children, Allen, 
seven years old, and John Croswell Fraser, 
three years old, both of whom are now in 
the possession of their mother, Anita 
Fraser. 

Mr. Fraser; who is employed as Southern 
sales agent for the American Steel and 
Wire Company, has brought an action for 
divorce on stqtutory grounds against Mrs. 
Fraser. She is a Vassar aduate and 
grandd&ughtet of the late Jamen Chase, 
who died leaving an estate valued at 


$600,000. 
Justice Smith decided that the children 
should remain with the mother pending 
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determination of the divorce proceeding. 
Mrs. Fraser, who was present during the 
court proceedings, fainted on hearing this, 
and had to be carried out of court. 


SOUTH CAROLINA DEMOCRATS. 


Convention Proclaims Against Philip- 
pine War and General Tariff—The 
Senatorial Aspirants. 


COLUMBIA, 8. C., May 21.—The State 
Democratic Convention met here to-day. 
One of the principal objects of the gather- 
ing was the framing of rules to govern the 
primaries. In accordance with these rules 
candidates for the, United States Senator- 
ship and other offices must pledge their 
support to the successful candidate and to 
the platform of the party. 

A. C. Lattimer is Tillman's choice for the 
nomination. John G. Evans, ex-Govyernor, 
is expected to come into the race. Latti- 
mer and Evans are of the old Tillman fac- 
tion. The others—Johnstone, Elliott, Hemp- 
hill, and Henderson—are of the old anti- 
Tillmanites. Johnstone and Hemphill have 
served in Congress while Elliott and Latti- 
mer are now members of the House. 

It is possible that some of these will drop 
out of the race because of*their unwilling- 
ness to promise support for the platform 
of their party. 

At 11 o'clock to-night the platform was 
presented and adopted without debate. The 
three points covered were imperialism, 
monopolies, and tariff. The Philippine war 
Was condemned. “Tariff for revenue 
only’ was advocated. 


EAST SIDE ANTI-BEEF ACTION. 


A Committee of Fifty Named at a Meet- 
ing of Delegates of 230 Societies. 
Some 600 east side residents, of whom 

about 25 per cent. were women, gathered in 

the People’s Institute, at the Educational 

Alliance Building, in East Broadway, last 

night, to organize opposition to the Beef 


Trust. These represented more than 230 
synagogues, societies, and organizations. 

The large hall in which the meeting took 
place, which was filled to overflowing, was 
the scene of the wildest excitement until 
long after midnight, when the meeting 
finally adjourned. Admission to the meet- 
ing was only by ticket, and an excited mob 
of several hundred surged back and forth 
in front of the Alllance.all evening, and 
it took Capt. Thompson and a squad of 
fifty policemen to keep the crowd in order. 

Dr. Blaustein, Superintendent of the Edu- 
cational Alliance, was chosen Chairman, 
He had his hands full in preserving any- 
thing like order. Mrs. Schatzberg, Mrs. 
Breckstein, and Mrs. Edilson were chosen 
Vice Presidents, and speeches were made 
by Dr. Blaustei4, M. Miller, Joseph Baron- 
dess, Mrs. Bessfe Kaplan, Joseph*>Penken, 
Louls Gordon, Mrs. Cohen, Abraham Feld- 
man, Mr. Bramowich, and others. 

Every reference at all favoring a retail 
butcher was roundly hissed, and Mr. Bram- 
owich, who is.a wholesaler, admitted he 
was afraid to express his opinions. 

A man who wa8 thought to be a retail 
butcher was discovered in the rear ofthe 
hall, and the police had to escort him out 
of the hall to insure him against interfer- 
ence. 

Joseph Barondess insisted that the wo- 
men should be quiet, and let the men do the 
fighting. Otherwise the women would be 
responsible in the event of defeat. Mrs. 
Kaplan took decided exception to the re- 
marks of Mr. Barondess. 

The Chairman was finally authorized by 
an almost unanimous vote tO appoint an 
executive committee of fifty. This com- 
mittee will elect other officers of the as- 
sociation, the name of which has not been 
definitely decided upon. 


RUNAWAY ON FIFTH AVENUE. 


Party of Spanish Tourists from Madrid 
Alarmed by Their Wild Ride. 


A team of horses driven by Edward Moly- 
neux of 113 East Fifteenth Street and 
drawing « landau occupied by four badly 
frightened Spanish tourists, ran for nine 
blocks down Fifth Avenue about 6 o'clock 
last evening, overturning one vehicle and 
menacing dozens of others. 

Molyneux took the party of tourists, 
consisting of two men and two women, 
from the Hotel Jefferson, at 106 East Fif- 
teenth Street, in the afteznoon to visit 
Grant's tomb. On the way back one of 
horses became fretful and several times at- 
tempted to run away. Finally he got his 
mate in the same humor, and at Fifth 
Avenue and Thirty-fifth Street they bolted. 
Molyreux guided them as best he could, 
but when crossing Thirty-fourth Street 
they struck a runabout occupied by James 
Hanley, a decorator of 408 West Thirty- 
fourth Street. The runabout was over- 
turned, Hanley was thrown out and his 
horse knocked down. Policeman Diviney 
seized the bridle of Hanley’s horse, while 
bystanders picked up Hanley. Though 
much bruised he was not seriously hurt.

As soon 
as they stopped the occupants of the car- 
riage got out and hurried to their hotel on 
foot. t was stated at the Hotel Jefferson 
that the party consisted of T. Corrempio 
and family of Madrid.

President Roosevelt’s Commission- 
ers Greet the French Officers. 


American Heception Fleet in Line—A 
Short Speech by Assistant Secretary 
Peirce—Gen. Brugere’s Toast. 


ANN LIS, Md., May 21.—France’s 
delegates“to the ceremonies attending the 
unveiling of the Rochambeau Monument 
were greeted formally to-day aboard the 
battleship Gaulois in Annapolis Roads. 
Besides the usual contingent of sailing ves- 
sels and small craft on the bay there were 
formidable representatives of the American 
Navy lying at anchor, including the aux- 
fliary cruiser Gloucester, the battleship In- 
diana, the training ship Chesapeake, the 
monitor Terror, the practice ship Stand- 
ish, the torpedo boat Gwynn, and the sub- 
marine boat Holland. 

The Commissioners representing the 
United States—Col. Theodore F. Bingham, 
Assistant Secretary of State Peirce, and 
Commander Rodgers — reached Annap- 
olis from Washington on the 9:15 train 
and proceeded in carriages to the wharf, 
where they embarked on the Wispatch boat 
Dolphin, commanded by Capt. Albert 
Gleaves. They were accompanied by sev- 
eral members of the, French Embassy, in- 
cluding Councillor de Margerie, Capt. Paul 
Vignal, Lieut. Commander Tarmond de 
Lafayjolie, and M. Louis Hermant. 

The Gaulois, backed up by the American 
warships Olympia, Alabama, and Kear- 
sarge, under the command of Admiral Hig- 
ginson, was off Greenberry Point Light- 
house, five miles below here. The French 
vessel anchored just as the Dolphin ap- 
peared upon the scene. Some 200 yards on 
her bow Admiral Higginson's flagship, the 
Olympia, came to anchor,gwhile the Ala- 
bama and Kearsarge took positions further 
down at points equidistant from each other. 
The Indiana, which lay between Annapolis 
and Greenberry Point Lighthouse, was the 
first to give a sign of welcome to the 
French warship by hoisting a signal. 

The Alabama responded with a sigual, 
and immediately the air reverberated with 
a boom of twenty-one guns from the Gau- 
lois. This was followed by the Marseillaise 
and another patriotic air from the French- 
man’s band. Then the United States Com- 
missioners proceeded in a launch to the 
Gaulois, and as they approached a salute 
of fifteen guns was firea. 

On board the French vessel every prep- 
aration had evidently been made. ‘The 
giant battleship, a perfect model of modern 
naval architecture, was spick and span 
from bow to stern. Every sailor, rigid ind 
immaculate, was in his place. As soun as 
the Commissioners touched the deck of the 
Gaulois they were greeted cordially wy 
Gen. Brugere, Admirai Fournier, and their 
staff officers. é 

‘rhose present as Commissioners” f.om 
France, besides the above named were 
Gen. de Chalondar, Lieut. Col. Meaux Saint 
Marc, Lieut. Col. Hermite, Commandant 
Perthelot, Capt. de Poilloue de St. Mars, 
Capt. Fillorneau, Capt. Lasson, Lieut. Com- 
mander Sauvaire Jourdan, Lieut. Com- 
mander de Reinach de Werth, and Lieut. 
Commander Le Jay. 

After greetings had been exchanged the 
visitors were escorted to the cabin, whicn 
had been decorated for the occasion with 
flowers and fruits. There was a brief cere- 
mony of welcome and a response. Assistant 
Secretary Pierce spoke on behalf of the 
United States, saying: 

* General, this commission now present 
has. been charged by President Rooseyelt to 
welcome you and your colleagues to the 
United States in his name and to express 
his hope that you will enjoy your stay in 
our country and carry away with you an 
agreeable impression of the United States, 
its institutions, and people. On behaif of 
our President, I bid you welcome."’ 

Gen. Brugere was as brief, but no less 
cordial, in his response. He said: 

“Gentlemen, I thank you in the name of 
President Loubet and the French people 
for the kind welcome which you have ac- 
corded to us. It is a very great pleasure 
to me and my colleagues to visit you on 
such an occasion of international esteem 
as the unveiling of the Rochambeau monu- 
ment, and I am sure we will carry back to 
France the most agreeable recollection of 
our stay in your midst. 

** Since our departure one incident has oc- 
curred which will stir the heart of every 
Frenchman in_ grateful recognition of 
American friendship, and this is the imme- 
diate and munificent aid which was extend- 
ed to our stricken fellow-countrymen on 
the Island of Martinique. Gentlemen, I 
thank you for your generous welcome.” 

After a pleasant half hour’s stay the 
Americans returned to the Dolphin, stop- 
ping on the way for formal calls on the 
Olympia and Alabama. Later in the aft- 
ernoon the French Commissioners made a 
return call to the Dolphin, which then 
sailed back to Annapolis. 

In the evening ~<Gen. Brugere and Ad- 
miral Fournier entertained Admiral Hig- 
ginson, Flag Lieutenant Evans, and other 
Americansotficers at dinner. Gen. Brugere 
in proposing a toast, said: 

‘*] raise my glass in honor of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, who has done 
the French commission the great honor of 
sending to meet us the fine squadron com- 
maygded by Admiral Higginson. I beg you, 
Admiral, to send him with our respectful 
greetings the expression of our warmest 
thanks. As we entered the American wa- 
ters we have learned at the same moment 
the terrible catastrophe of Martinique and 
the help of all kind@ the American Nation 
has sent to succor our unfortunate compa- 
triots. We are deeply touched by thege 
proofs of generous sympathy. It is in the 
days of trouble that one recognizes one's 
true friends. I drink to the health of Mr. 
Roosevelt, President of the United States.” 

Gen. Brugere, the head of the special 
mission, has been long known in his own 
country as one who entertained great re- 
gard for the United States. It is recalled 
that he showed this feeling in a remarka- 
ble manner last Fall at the time of the 
French army manoeuvres near Rethel. 

The French Government had been enter- 
taining in camp the military attachés of 
the foreign embassies, and at the close of 
the manoeuvres Sept. 14, Gen. Brugere 
gave a banquet in honor of all the attachés. 
Just as the guests were about ‘to seat 
themselves at the dinner table, a messenger 
brought the news that President McKiniey 
had been shot. At once Gen. B re gave 
orders that the banquet proceed without 
music, explaining that there could be no 
toasts, as usual, to the heads of foreign 
Governments, because the head of the great 
American Republic lay stricken by the 
hand of an assassin. 

In 1892 the Executive Committee of the 
American colony in Paris adopted a reso- 
lution presenting to the General the thanks 
of Americans in France for tbe kindness, 
official and personal, which he had uni- 
formly extended to them. 


The Rochambeaus’ Quiet Day. 
WASH@NGTON, May 21.—Count and 
Countess de Rochambeau, Count de La- 
fayette, and the rest of their party had a 
quiet time here to-day at their private 
apartments in the Arlington. At noon the 


French Ambassador, M. Cambon, enter- 
tained them at luncheon, and later he 
called at the White House to arrange with 
the President certain details of the pro- 


gramme. 


| Legion of Honor for M. Lagrave. 


PARIS, May 21.—The Soir, in its issue of

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CUBA AND THE PHILIPPINES. 

We may well suppose that President 
RoosEVELT had in mind the critics of our 
Philippine policy when, in speaking of 
the birth of the Cuban Republic in Car- 
negie Hall on Tuesday evening, he used 
these words: 


I do not remember—and I have thought a 
good deal about it—a single case in modern 
times where as the result of such a war the 
victorious nation has contented itself with 
setting a new nation free, and fitted as 
well as it could be fitted for the difficult 
path of self-government. And, mind you, 
that anarchy and ruin would have lain be- 
fore the island if we had contented our- 
selves with the victories of war and turned 
this island loose to run for itself. 


It may be objected that the President 
spoke of anarchy and 
ruin as the inevitable lot of the Cubans 
had they been left to 3ut 
certainly no reasonable man would have 


too confidently 


themselves. 


the hurdihood to deny that in three years 
we have put the Cubans in a better posi- 
tion for successful self-government than 
they could have been put by their own 
unaided efforts. The sanitary work that 
we have done for them has alone com- 
pensated them a thousandfold for any 
sufferings of spirit they may have under- 
gone through thé postponement of their 
independence. We have established 
schools at which 75,000 of the children of 
the island are attending—certainly that is 
an achievement far beyond the expecta- 
tions of the Cubans themselves.

+ It will be objected at once that the two 
cases are not parallel. We had by the

They had 
exhibited traits the very opposite of 
those which have brought the Cubans to 
the stage of independence after three 
years of our care and protection. They 
have convinced us, they have convinced 
the world, that a period very much long- 
er than three years will be required to 
fit them for the control of their own af- 
fairs. The measures we have taken 
with them have been justified and made 
necessary by their behavior. The pres- 
ent condition and fortunate prospects of 
the Cuban people, by a most forcible coh- 
trast, reveal the immeasurably greater 
difficulties of our task in the Philippines 
and must confirm our adherence to a 
policy which has the support of the vast 
majority of the American people.

value, was his painstaking and constant 
exposition of principles that should gov- 
ern the his 
analysis of the errors into which the pas- 
sions of the time were leading the Na- 
tional Government, and especially his 
steady and sharp insistence on the ab- 
solute need of character and ability in 
the agents and representatiyes of the 
Union in this policy. Of the same kind 
and of nearly as great value was his 
merciless treatment of the demoraliza- 
tion which flowed from the confusion of 
the post-bellum period and culminated 
in the second term of President Grant. 
Previous and subsequent to this period 
his teaching of the true policy as to 
finance, currency, and the tariff was 
masterly in its clearness and vigor and 
aptness, while its solid basis in historic 
information gave it an authority which 
was possessed by no other teaching in or 
out of journalism. And throughout hjs 
whole service his advocacy of gound ad- 
ministrative methods and of the merit 
system in particular was equaled in effi- 
cacy only by that of Mr. Curtis. 

But though the conscious purpose of 
Mr. GoDKIN was the study of compara- 
tive human activities, political and so- 
cial, though he brought to this study a 
remarkable store of knowledge of the 
past in many directions, and though his 
methods were largely those of the stu- 
dent’s closet, his work was necessarily 
largely influenced by a personality of an 
exceedingly marked character. His prej- 
udices were strong. His sympathy was 
not so highly developed as his gift for 


policy of reconstruction, 


antipathy. His independence sometimes 
took the form of indifference to the just 
as well as to the unjust claims of others. 
His really broad information, so,much 
broader often than that of those who 
differed from him, tended to appear to 
his mind complete, and his writing often 
read as if it were not merely from what 
used to be called the “sanctum,” but, in 
the ecclesiastical sense, ex cathedra. “I 
am writing,” said one of our poets, 
smarting under some unqualified judg- 
ment, “‘a hymnkin to my godkin.” And 
Mr. GODKIN lent himself, without much 
caring, to such gibes. They touched one 
side only, and not the essence, of his 
character. No one, we think, certainly no 
one in his own profession, reviewing his 
work and seeking to estimate his influ- 
ence, can fail to recognize high aims 
faithfully pursued with unflinching 
courage and fortitude and with very rare 
ability. It is easy enough to avoid what 
seemed to be his faults; it will never be 
easy for any American journalist to ren- 
der better service. 


GERMAN SUGAR BOUNTIES. 

The recent history of the sugar bounty 
in Germany has important lessons for 
those who are endeavoring, with OXNARD, 
artificially to foster in this country the 
industry which has been fostered in Ger- 
many ‘and the other bounty-paying 
countries until it is recognized to have 
become a national incubus on each of 
them, and the urgent question is how 
to get rid of fostering it any longer.

He was at great pains 
to assure the Legislature that the con- 
duct of the German delegates to the 
conference had not been dictated by a 
desire to please or benefit England, and 
his rebuttal of the suspicion of Anglo- 
mania was a considerable part of the 
burden of his speech. He pointed out 
that if Germany had not taken part in 
the conference there would have been 
great danger that the other bounty- 
paying countries would have made sep- 
arate agreements with the sugar-buying 
countries, and that German sugar would 
have been left in the lurch. 

Last year the German production of 
sugar amounted 2,300,000 tons, of 
which Germany herself consumed but 
700,000 tons. Half of the remainder was 
taken by England, and Count von BuE- 
LOW dwelt upon the necessity of keeping 
s0 good a customer. But he disclaimed 
any intention of “jamming through” 
the ratification, as they say in Albany, 
and the result was that the House ap- 
pointed a committee to deal with the 
matter and took an adjournment until 
June 3. 

It is plain that Germany will be in 
serious trouble with her sugar interests 
if she fails to ratify the conclusions of 
the Brussels Conference. But it seems 
to be equally plain that a refusal to ratify 
is what the German Oxnards desire. The 
plain moral is how exceedingly unwise 
it was for Germany, and how exceed- 
ingly unwise it would be for the United 
States, artificially to pamper a particu- 
lar industry to such proportions that it 
is almost equally dangerous to continue 
and to cease the pampering process.

CORONATION INSURANCE, 

As the date of the coronation of King 
EpWARD draws near and preparations 
for the event are occupying the atten- 
tion of all classes of the people, the un- 
derwriters of Lloyd’s are doing a rush- 
ing, business in assuming risks covering 
all possible contingencies of loss to the 
insured should anything happen to post- 
pone or with the ceremony. 
The legitimate commercial risks depend- 
ent upon the event are already pretty 
well covered. As the purchases of costly 
merchandise had to be made months 
ago, or at least orders placed for it, that 
branch of underwriting may be consid- 
ered closed. At the moment there is a 
rush to cover the more immediate haz- 
ards of a speculative character. Among 
the best customers of the underwriters 
are the speculators in stand privileges. 
A case in point is that of a speculator 
who has rented at a high price an eligi- 
ble site and arranged to build thereon a 
stand to afford accommodations for sev- 
eral hundreds of people at so many 
guineas per head. His expense in erect- 
ing a structure conforming to the build- 
ing code, and in advertising seats for 
sale, is considerable, and he is easily 
persuaded that it will pay him to in- 
sure his anticipated profits. For risks 
of that sort a favorite form of policy is 
one providing that in the event of the 
failure of the coronation procession to 
pass his stand on a given day he shall 
be entitled to recover from the under- 
writers the amount he would have col- 
lected from the sale of seats. The rate 
for such insurance is 12 to 15 guineas 
per hundred. 

The question may be asked in all sin- 
cerity, Why is this not legitimate in- 
surance? Probably the best answer 
which could be given avould be that it 
does not represent a distribution of risks, 
permitting the underwriter to estimate 
the chances of recovering his losses on 
claims from the earnings of policies 
which do not become claims. Corona- 
tion insurance is all profit or all loss for 
the underwriter. No actuarial law un- 
derlies this class of business, Which is 
exactly like betting on a certain horse as 
winner of the Derby. Either he wins or 
he does not win. 

Another new line of insurance which 
has developed at Lloyd’s in connection 
with the coronation is somewhat differ- 
ent in character and is less speculative. 
It is the insurance of jewelry against 


interfere 


loss by theft or otherwise, Some of the 
regular companies are writing policies 
of this kind. Still another is the out- 
growth of the fear that the influx of 
suburban population into London during 
the coronation ceremonies will leave 
country homes unusually exposed to in- 
vasion by thieves. This has given great 
boom to burglary insurance, at a rate 
averaging about 5s. per hundred guineas, 
not only in the rural districts, but in 
London. Flat“burglary has been reduced 
to an exact science by the “ swell’ sneak 
thieves, and it is considered probable 
that a great many people of this class 
will take advantage of the rush to the 
city to secure temporary leases of fash- 
jionable furnished apartments as bases 
of operations. There is absolutely no 
mathematical basis for rating risks of 
this character, and considering the ten- 
dencies of the business in Great Britain 
they would seem to involve the danger 
of so completely discrediting it that even 
legitimate insurance will suffer from the 
inevitable reaction. 
POLICE UNIFORMS. 

There is a somewhat insistent demand 
on the part of certain gentlemen who 
doubtless mean well to impress Commis- 
sioner PARTRIDGE with the advantage of 
reforming the police uniform by substi- 
tuting for the dignified frock coat the 
jaunty jacket of the bicycle squad. The 
argument is that the skirts of the frock 
coat are in the way and impede the mo- 
tions of the patrolman in running; also 
that to deck the patrolman in a neat and 
trim uniform somewhat resembling the 
naval officer's fatigue outfit would cause 
his manly bosom to swell with nascent 
pride and greatly tend to restore the 
morale and discipline of the force. Many 
other arguments are advanced in sup- 
port of the proposition, but those we 
have outlined are the most important. 

To these persuasive pleadings Commis- 
sioner PARTRIDGE should turn a deaf ear. 
The uniform of the bicycle squad is cer- 
tainly very pretty and appropriate for 
the members of that squad, who are 
shapely young men with waists. The 
average patrolman is not a _ shapely 
young man, nor has he a waist. What 
there is about a policeman’s life to give 
every one who follows it for even a few 
years a girth measure of forty-five to 
fifty inches we have never been able tode- 
termine. Such is the fact, however. The 
most striking feature of the last police 
parade was the astonishing amplitude of 
abdominal development displayed by 
about 99 per cent. of those who took 
part in it. As this is the type of the 
New York policeman, he should not be 
made ridiculous by a uniform in which 
he would recall memories of HACKETT's 
Falstaff. The frock coat may not be an 
ideal garment from the practical point of 
view, but it lends itself kindly to the 
modification of the bay window effect 
produced by the contour which Haw- 
THORNE described as ‘“ bulbous below 
the ribs." The substantial middle-aged 
policeman who in profile resembles one 
pea in a pod does not run much, and to 
costume him in the bicycle coat would 
suggest the comment of Mr. Pickwick 
on the immodesty of Mr. Tupman's brig- 
and jacket with a two-inch tail.

ON CITIZENS’ DUTIES 


Men Should Live for Their Country 
as Well as Die for It. 


He Praises Gen. Wood’s Cuban Rule at 
Dedication of Colonial Dames’. 
Arlington Monument. 


WASHINGTON, May 21. — President 
Roogevelt unveiled to-day the memorial 
shaft erected at Arlington by the National 
Society of Colonial Dames in memory of 
tne veterans who fell in the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war. Around the platform an im- 
mense crowd gathered, among them being 
many men who saw service in Cuba, Porto 
Rico, and the Philippines. The ceremonies 
were in charge of Maj. Gen. John R. Brooke, 
and the army and navy were represented by 
a battalion of engineers, a battalion of 
marines, a light battery of the Fourth Ar- 
tillery, two squadrons of the Second Cav- 
alry, and more than 500 veterans of the 
recent war. 

Lieut. Gen. John M. Schofield read the 
address of the President of the National 
Society, Mrs. Justine V. R. Townsend, and 
then the shaft was unveiled amid great 
cheering. The artillery fired the National 
salute, and President Roosevelt delivered 
an address. 

“It is a pleasure,” he said, “to be here 
this afternoon to accept in the name of the 
Nation the monument put up by your so- 
ciety to the memory of those who fell in 
the war with Spain, a short war, a war 
that called for the exertion of only the 
merest fraction of the giant strength of 
this Nation, but a war, the effects of which 
will be felt through the centuries to come 
because of the changes it wrought. It is 
eminently appropriate that the monument 
should be unveiled to-day, the day succeed- 
ing that on which the free Republic of 
Cuba took its place among the nations of 
the world as a sequel to wnat was done by 
those men who fell and their comrades in 
1898. 

a We went to war for a specific purpose, 
We made for Cuba a specific pledge, and 
we redeemed that pledge wu» the letter. And 
I think, my comrades of ‘he war, that we 
have peculiar reasons to be proud of one 
of our fellows who served with us in that 
war; under whom during the last years 
Cuba has been, under whose administra- 
tion Cuba has taken those strides forward 
wmch have fitted it to stand alone. I 
speak of Gen. Leonard Wood. And great 
though the services were that Gen. Wood 
rendered during the war, they have been 
surpassed by the inestimable service he

“I think that one lesson, every one who 
was capable of learning anything learned 
from his experience in that war, was the 
old, old lesson that we need to apply in 
peace quite @s much—the lesson that the 
man who does not care to do any act until 
the time for heroic action comes, does not 
do the heroic act when the time does come. 

<t You all remember, comrades—it is bare- 
ly possible some of you remember being the 
man who, when you enlisted, had a theory 
that there was nothing but splendor and 
fighting and bloodshed in the war, and 
then had the experience at once of learning 
that the first thing you had to do was to 
perform ccmmonplace duties and perform 
them well. I remember in my regiment a 
young fellow, who had come down to fight 
for his courtry, complaining that he had 
been doing nothing but digging kitchen 
sinks. 

“‘Ict is not merely a great thing, but an 
indispensable thing, that the Nation's citi- 
zens should be ready and willing to do for 
it at time of need, and no preference for 
that other quality could atone for the lack 
of such readiness to lay down life if the 
Nation calls. But in addition to dying for 
the Nation you have got to be willing and 
anxious to live for the Nation, or the Na- 
tion will be badly off.”

IMMIGRATION BILL TAKEN UP.

Relative Merits of Italia nd Russian 
Jews Discussed in the House—An 
Educational Test.

WASHINGTON, May 21.—The debate on 
the Immigration bill in the House to-day 
brought out some plain speaking on lines 
entirely different from the conventional 
way of discussing immigration. Some prop- 
ositions which, if not novel to the country, 
are new in Congress were advanced by Gen. 
Grosvenor of Ohio, Mr, Watson of Indiana, 

and others. 

Mr. Watson declared that he was in favor 
of an educational test solely for the reason 
ne | it would shut out 65 per cent. of the 
itafians,’ Hungarians, and Russian Jews. 
Being asked whether he meant that he 
would single out the Italians for exclusion, 
he replied: - 

“I believe that we ought to treat Italy 
just as we treat China. ‘hat would be my 
solution of this problem.” 

Mr. Watson further declared tha‘ the 
Italians, Hungarians, and Russian Jews are 
the people who “ fill our jails and eleemos- 
ynary institutions.”’ : 

Champ Clark of Missouri took exception 
to this characterization of the Jews. 

* Judged by jail and poorhouse statls- 
ties,’ said Mr. Clark, ‘“‘the Jews are the 
best citizens we have. There are fewer of 
them in prisons, fewer in penitentiaries, 
fewer in poorhouses, than any other race 

Mr. Watson said he was talking of the 
Russian Jews. He said that the Italians 
went into the cities of the East and helped 
to make the great municipal problem in- 
soluble, while the Germans, Scandinavians, 
and other desirable citizens went West and 
to the farms. : 

Gen. Grosvenor ridiculed the argument 
that an éducational test would bar out 
Anarchists. He said that Luccheni, who 
assasinated the Empress of Austria, spoke 
three languages; that Bresci, who killed 
King Humbert, was educated; that the as- 
sassin of President McKinley was an Amer- 
ican and the product of American schools; 
that Guiteau and Booth were men of edu- 
cation. 

“They could all have come in under this 
educational test,’ said Gen. Grosvenor. 
‘Most of them could have taken chairs as 

rofessors in our universities. You would

During the debate there was a colloquy 
between Mr. Watson and Mr. Adams of 
Pennsylvania about the dignity of labor, 
and Mr. Cannon of Illinois interjected that 
he had more respect for a street sweeper 
than for a man who lived idly on inherited 
wealth. This statement was loudly ap- 
plauded.

THE SHIP SUBSIDY BILL. 


Belief that It Will Be Reported to the 


House Next Week. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 21.—The Ship Sub- 
sidy bill, it is now believed, will be reported 
to the House next week. The present in- 
tention of the friends of the bill is to get a 
vote on it in committee Friday of next 
week, and there is reason to believe that a 
majority of the committee have now been 
brought to agree with Gen. Grosvenor, the 
Chairman, that the bill should be reported. 

The capture of a majority of the commit- 
tee is a different thing from the capture of 
a@ majority of the House. Many of the 
leaders are lukewarm toward the bill; the 
speaker is looked upon with suspicion by 
the subsidy advocates, and the rampant 
insurgents of the Mississippi Valley would 
not be likely to support it even if it were 
made a party measure. 


THE PHILIPPINE INQUIRY. 


Senators in a Warm Controversy Pro- 
voked by®the Testimony of 
Corp. O’Brien. 
WASHINGTON, May 21,.—Corporal 
O’Brien, formerly of the Twenty-sixth Vol- 
unteer Infantry, was before the Senate 
Philippine Committee to-day and produced 
the alleged *‘dum-dum” or explosive bul- 
lets. He said they were not like the ordin- 
ary cartridges, they did not have 

the letters *‘ U. 8."" on them. 

Gen. Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, was ex- 
amined. He said that the cartridges pro- 
duced by Mr. O’Brien were not different 
from the ordinary regulation cartridges. 
Asked whether they were “‘dum-dum” or 
explosive bullets, the witness replied in the 
negative. ‘‘ They are perfectly normal bul- 
lets,’’ he said. 

The regulation Krag-Jorgensen bullet, he 
continued, often has practically the same 
effect as a “‘dum-dum”’ or explosive bul- 
let. He said that no explosive bullets had 
been issued since the St. Petersburg Con- 
vention of 1868. 

O’Brien was closely questioned by Senator 
Beveridge, who required the witness to go 
into very minute details respecting his 
charge that American officers had mal- 
treated a Spanish woman. He could not re- 
member whether he had been informed 
what officers were accused, but gave the 
names of two privates who, he thought, 
had told him the story. 

Senator Patterson protested against hav- 
ing these men dragged in as an injustice 
to them. Mr. Lodge retorted that justice, 
and not injustice, was being done. 

This caused Senator Patterson to say, 
with evident appearance of warmth, that 
the attitude of Senator Lodge had been that 
of menace toward the witness ever since 
he had taken the stand. 

‘* My attitude,’”’ responded Senator Lodge, 
‘has not been any more of a menace of 
the witness than your attitude has been 
that of defense of him.” 

Mr. Patterson—I deny the imputation. 

Mr. Lodge—And I deny that I have in any 
way attempted to menace the witness. 

Senator Dietrich charged Senator Patter- 
son with having done all that he could to 
injure the army and with having done noth- 
ing to protect and preserve its. good name. 

Mr. Patterson resented this statement 
sharply and angrily. 

“The Senator from Nebraska,” he said, 
‘‘should be ashamed of himself. He knows 
that the truth is exactly contrary to-what 
he has stated and that what he has said is 
absolutely and positively untrue.” 

Senator Dietrich—I know that 
have said is true, and I repeat that the 
Senator’s effort has been to bring out 
everything he could against the army.

The witness replied that he 
had not made such a report, ‘‘ because,’’ he 
said, ‘‘I knew that if I should report the 
affair I would be dogged, and that my life 
thereafter would be a hell.’ 

‘““Why, then, did you volunteer a state- 
ment in regard to the matter?”’ 

“J wanted the committee to know the 
facts as they had come to me,” he replied, 
“and as I am now out of the army and a 
citizen of the United States, I felt that I 
would be safe in reporting the matter.” 

He added that in the mountains of Luzon 
he and his men had been almost starved, 
while the officers of his company were dis- 
posing of the rations which should have 
been issued to them. 


FOWLER BANKING BILL DOOMED 


There Seems to be No Chance of Its 
Passage—Grounds Upon Which 
It Is Opposed. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—There seems to 
be absolutely no chance of the passage of 
the Fowler Banking and Currency bill by 
the House this session. The prevailing 
view with the Republican members accords 
with that of Representative Pugsley of 
New York as set forth in a recent issue of 
TRE NEW YORK Times, Objection is made 
to almost every important provision of the 
bill. The currency system proposed by Mr. 
Fowler is denounced vehemently. To adopt 
it, it is said, would be to go backward 
forty years, throwing aside the safest and 
best currency system the country has 
known and taking up with a scheme that 
would revive the wildcat banking of ante- 
bellum times. - 

The branch bank proposition also is con- 
demned severely and especially by Repre- 
sentatives coming from the West and South 
and from the rural sections of the East. 


Republican members of the House agree 
with the minority of the committee from 
which the Fowler bill comes that the pro- 
vision with reference to branch banks is 
an invitation to capitalists to form money 
trusts which would be inimical to the in- 
terests of the localities in which branch 
banks might be established. It is urged 
that one,effect of the absorption of the 
emall banks of the country would be to 
raise the rate of interest. The managers 
of the bank controlling the branches, it is 
agreed, would get the largest possible re- 
turns from their loans. Having no sym- 
pathy with the people of the towns and 
cities in which these branches were estab- 
lished, it is declared they would take out 
of these localities the very last possible 
farthing of income. 

It also is set up with reference to the 
branch-bank system that its establishment 
would not be conducive to the material de- 
velopment of the branch bank towns and 
cities. The just value of banks to the 
places to which they are located under the 
present system is made much of by those 
who object to Mr. Fowler's scheme. The 
“home bank,” as it is called, is apt to be 
interested In home institutions and to do 
everything in its power to develop them. 
Destroy these “‘ home banks’’ and substi- 
tute for them branches of institutions run 
by men without a particle of interest in the 
locafities where the branches are placed, 
and it is held that by this substitution 
great losses will be sustained in many 
promising localities throughout the coun-

It Ig Declared that the Ship Combine 
Has Been Used to Sow Distrust—

LONDON, May 22.—In a dispatch from 
Vienna to The Times a letter from a cor- 
respondent “ with exceptional sources of 
information ” ig quoted. This correspond- 
ent declares that Germany is exploiting 
the apprehensions created in Great Brit- 
ain by the North Atlantic shipping com- 
bination for the purpose of sowing dis- 
trust ahd jealousy between Great Britain 

" and the Wnited States. 

wie ‘It is declared that the consolidation of 

the friendly interests of Great Britain 
and America has long been a bugbear to 
German rulers. Throughout the South 
African war the American agencies of 
the official press bureau in Berlin con- 
tributed largely to the fostering of pro- 
Boer feelings in the United States, espe- 
cially among the German-Americans, by 
@ lavish distribution of pro-Boer litera- 
gure. 

The German press, it is stated, received 

‘ instructions to represent the shipping 
combination as a formidable blow dealt 
by Americans to British shipping. The 
correspondent adds: 

“There is excellent reason to believe 
that certain exalted personages did not 
hesitate to exercise directly the influence 
they enjoy in the highest quarters in 
England in order to strengthen the im- 
pression that the Americans were really 
aiming at the destruction of British 
shipping supremacy and to contrast the 
patriotism of the German shipowners, 
who have subordinated financial to na- 
tional interests, with the selfishness and 
supineness of the British shipowners. 

“The German calculation is that if 
England can be nettled into hostility to- 
ward the new combine a breach will have 
been made in Anglo-American commer- 
cial friendship. If England can be tempt- 
ed into reprisals there will be a regular 
shipping war between England and the 
United States, and Germany would reap 
political and commercial benefits from 
the estrangement.” 

In an editorial article to-day The Times 
gays the Germans know perfectly well 
that an estrangement between the Unit- 
ed States and Great Britain is almost a 
condition precedent to any “ Naval Sa- 
dowa,” to which the German Navy 
League is endeavoring to educate public 
opinion. The Germans’ game is obvious 
enough. The Times adds:

ROYAL BULLFIGHT IN MADRID. 


Attended by the King and Royal Fam- 
ily and the Special Envoys. 
MADRID, May 21.—The royal bullfight, 
the most typically Spanish feature of the 
festivities in connection with the coming 
of age of King Alfonso, took place this 
afternoon in the presence of the King, the 
Queen Mother, the royal family, and the 
Special Envoys... Many women were pres- 

ent. 

The vast amphitheatre where the fight 
was held was crowded with 15,000 specta- 
tors. More than 200,000 people had made 
applications for seats to witness the fight. 

An interesting feature of the fight was 
the revival of a medieval custom, the scions 
of noble families on horseback fightin 
pulls with lances. Three bulls were kille 
in this manner, while six others were dis- 
yatched in the regular Way with swords. 

he most renowned bullfighters in Spain 
took part in the fight. 

The scene within the amphitheatre was a 
feast of color and animation. The upper 
tier of boxes was hung with handsome 
tapestries, embroidered with the arms of 
the Spanish grandees, The arena was laid 
with colored sands, disposed to represent 
the arms of Spain, which were bordered 
with inscriptions, also in colored sand, of 
“Viva el Rey’ and “ Viva la Reina.” 

It was an effort for the Queen mother to 
attend the bullfight, but she did so for the 
sake of her son. Such a spectacle is dis- 
tasteful to her, and her unpopularity with 
the masses of Spain is mainly due to her 
refusal to patronize the national pastime. 
The Queen mother’s repugnance was cvi- 
dent to-day. She rarely gazed into the 
ring while the performance was going on, 
but instead chatted with the Infantuos. 
King Alfonso, on the contrary, followed 
the fighting closely and with apparent in- 
terest. +. 

Dr. J. l.. M. Curry, the special represent- 
ative of the United States, and his wife and 
her niece occupled seats in the front of the 
box provided for the foreign Envoys. Dr. 
and Mrs. Curry remained until the conclu- 
sion of the fighting, as required by eti- 
quette, but Mrs. Curry and her niece avert- 
ed their faces or covered their eyes with 
fans or handkerchiefs, as did the queen 
mother, when the spectacle became nau- 
stating. 

The eestivities attendant upon the ma- 
jority of King Alfonso, to which the for- 
eign envoys were invited, wer concluded to- 
night with a military torchlight tattoo by 
the massed bands of the garrison. The 
musicians, surrounded by flambeaux and 
Japanese lanterns, played a serenade in 
the courtyard of the palace, which was 
listened to by the royal family and its 
guests from the balconies of the building. 
After this entertainment the King and 
the Queen Mother bade farewell to the 
Princes and the foreign envoys.

ship over the provinces. 

The Emperor, replying to tne Executive 
Committee, sald: 

‘The abolition of the dictator paragraphs 
has been, for many years, the desire of the 
Reichslanders. That this desire was not, 
gratified ih the earlier years of my reign 
is due to two causes. m the one hand I 
had first to win the love and loyalty of 
my subjects and to acquire the confident 
trust of the Federal allies. On the other 
hand, my accession was received abroad 
with a deep and sincere, if groundless, dis- 
trust, because it was assumed that I was 
striving after the iaurels of victorious war. 
Therefore, it was my task to convince for- 
eign countries that the new German Em- 
peror desired to devote the empire and her 
power to the maintenance of peace. 

“The German people now know along 
which road I have decided to travel. For- 
eign countries, far from discerning in us 
a menace to peace, are accustomed to count 
upon us as a bulwark of peace which is as 
firm as a rock. Now that I have strength- 
ened the empire from within, now that a 
position of esteem has been attained every- 
where abroad, I consider the moment has 
arrived when I am ina gig to give the 
Reichsland this proof of my good will and 
confidence.” 

His Majesty concluded his address with 
an expression of his most fervent thanks 
for the loyalty of the Reichsiand, upon 
which said he counted without reserve. 

The Emperer afterward made an official 
entry into this city, where he was wel- 
comed by. the Mayor and Corporation. 
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DEATH OF E. L. GODKIN 


Former New York Editor Expires 
at Brixiiam in England. 


His Fatal Hliness Followed a Hemor- 
rhage of the Brain”’on May 17— 
Mr. Godkin’s Career in 
This Country. 


News of the death of Edwin Lawrence 
Gockin in Brixham, England, reached here 
yesterday morning. His fatal illness fol- 
lowed a hemorrhage of the brain on the 
lith. Two years ago he experienced a sim!- 
lac hemorrhage. He spent last Winter in 
Torquay, going from there to Brixham 
early this month. He is survived by his 
second wife, (Miss Katherine Sands of New 
York,) his first wife, Miss Foote of Con- 
necticut, having died many years ago, 
leaving a son and a daughter. 
ter died in infancy. 

Mr. Godkin was born on Oct. 1831, in 
Mcyne, County Wicklow, Ireland, and his 
father, James Godkin, was the author of a 
religious history of Ireland published in 
1873. The son was educated first in’ the 
grammar school near Wakefield, England, 
aud then at Queen's College, Belfast, where 
he was graduated in 1851. Between 1854 
and 1856, during the Crimean war, he was 
a correspondent for The London News in 
Russia, Turkey, and the Crimea. Immedi- 
ately after the fighting was over, in the 
Autumn of 1856, he came to the United 
States. 

Here he studied law under David Dudley 
Field, but before he was well launched in 
that pursuit he took @ norseback ride 
through the Southern States for The Lon- 


don News, which published many letters 
from him about that section of America. 
In 1859 he was admitted to the bar jn this 
State, but it was not long before he had to 
g9 back to Europe on account of ill-health. 
At the end of the year 1862 he came back 
and was correspondent for his London pa- 
er and an editorial writer on THE NEW 

YORK TIMEs until 1865, when he established 
The Nation. 

After his new periodical venture had 
passed under his con‘vol, conjointly_with 
that of James Miller McKim and F._L. 
Olmsted, he amalgamated it with The 
Evening Post and made it the weekly edi- 
tion of that paper in 1881. 

Previous to 1805 Mr. Godkin’s name was 
little known in America, but from then 
until the time of his death he was ranked 
as one of the first journalists of the coun- 
try. Among the honors of whieh_he was 
the recipient were degrees from Harvard 
and Oxford, the former making him a Mas- 
ter of Arts in 1871 and the latter a Doctor 
of Civil Laws in 1897. When Mr. Godkin 
started The Nation, he patterned it ayow- 
edly after The London Spectator. When 
he joined the forees of The Evening Post, 
Carl Schurz and Horace White had already 
managed the paper through many success- 
ful years, but the new partner soon became 
a leader in the editorial columns. 

Mr. Godkin's biting humor caused mahy 
to read The Nation and The Evening Post, 
and many to abuse the leading editor. He 
Was the object of attacks from all quar- 
ters, and his foreign birth, to which his 
friends have ascribed his adeptness in dis- 
secting American faults, was made. the 
subject of frequent satiric onslaughts 
against himself and his paper. 

During the thirty-five years of his active 
newspaper career Mr. Godkin was a re- 
former. With his pen he fought virulently 
whatever he decided to be unwise or perni- 
cious in National, State, and city poll- 
ties. His chief political doctrine was free 
trade. He was ever a bitter assailant of 
Tammany Hall, and his efforts against that 
organization were especially noticeable 
previous to its temporary overthrow in 
1894. 

All the while, although working steadily 
at his daily routine duties, he was writing 
books and magazine articles. He was the 
author of ‘‘A History of Hungary, A. D. 
300-1850,’ “‘ Reflections and Comments,”’ 
‘Problems of Democracy,” “ The Unfore- 
seen Tendencies of Democracy,” and ‘* Goy- 
ernment,”’ in the American Science Series. 

In. December, 1899, oye? after his re- 
tirement from the active editorship of The 
Evening Post, on account of broken health, 
that paper published his ‘‘ Random Recol- 
lections,”’ in which he told of Queen's Col- 
lege, his experiences in the Crimea, his 
first impressions of America, and various 
happenings he had known of or taken part 
in during his long career in this country. 

Contrary to the expectations of his family 
and friends, he recovered from an apoplec- 
tic stroke in February, 1900, and after 
that was able to write occasional articles 
for The Evening Post. He had remained 
at his regular desk in the newspaper office 
long after his strength began to fail, and it 
was only when hard work became an im- 
possibility that he withdrew, to be known 
thereafter as ‘‘ editor emeritus.”’ Although 
he wrote occagionaly: his health was never 
recovered sufficiently for him to sum up 
and remodel his reminiscences, ag many 
publishers were asking him to do during 
the last two years of his life. 

Not only as an editor was Mr. Godkin an 
indefatigable worker. As a reporter in the 
Crimean war he did things that were ac- 
counted remarkable, riding scores of miles 
without leaving the saddle to get news for 
his paper, suffering from tropical fever, 
and undergoing many other privations. 

Though not overfond of society gayeties, 
Mr. Godkin was a member of several clubs 
and societies, among them the Century, 
Knickerbocker, and Reform Clubs. the 
American Geographical Society, the Metro- 
olitan Museum of Art, and the American 
fuseum of Natural History. Up to 1892 
he used to be an enthusiastic horseback 
rider and could be seen in the park every 
day, but in that year he had a bad fall and 
had to give up riding almost entirely.. In the 
Evening Post office he established a rule 
that none must disturb him-from the time 
he came there, 9 A. M., until 1 o'clock in 
the afternoon.

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MRS. FISKE AS NORA. 
A Matinee Performance of ibsen’s “A 


Doll’s House” at the Manhattan. 


In few of Mrs. Fiske’s parts are her ex- 
cellences and her limitations more clearly 
to be seen than in Ibsen’s Nora in “A 
Doll’s House,” which was given yesterday 
afternoon at a special matinée at the Man- 
hattan Theatre. Whereas Mrs. Fiske is, 
in her own person, the embodiment of nerv- 
ous energy and intellectual penetration— 
the highly trained and cultivated intelli- 
gence—Ibsen’s Nora is, at least as she first 
appears, the embodiment of everything 
primitively feminine. The task of bridging 
the gap between her personality and the 
part is one that reveals Mrs. Fiske’s many 
and extraordinary abiiities and at the,same 
time clearly marks their limitations. 

As far as intelligence and serious feeling 
can go in creating Nora, Mrs. Fiske's in- 
telligence and feeling went. Needless to 
say, the passages of serious emotion toward 
the end of the play that denote the awak- 


ened Nora she rendered with a force and 
conviction of which she alone is master. 
For the rest she was quite sufficiently 
light and irresponsible—a creature of the 
superficial feminine intuitions, arts, and 
allurements. In the scene, for example, in 
which Krogstad reminded her that she had 
forged her father’s name, her look of child- 
ish innocence and birdlike lightness of 
heart were consummately rendered—so ir- 
resistibly naive and true as to have a 
poppantly comic force. 

Where Mrs. Fiske fell short was in de- 
noting sheer sensuous womanhood. Nora 
is the type of the plaything primitive man— 
and men are so very primitive!—makes of 
primitive woman. Her whole aim in life, 
as she herself points out on leaving Thor- 
wald, has been to divert and allure him. 
If she has an end of her own to gain, she

ance before him in their chamber by 
moonlight. Physically, and to some extent 
by temperament, Mrs. Fiske lacks this ex- 
uberant instinctive coquetry. 

The result was greatly to impair the 
force of the emotional climax of the play. 
Nora, it will be remembered, conceives 
that she has only a few hours to live, and, 
true to her primitive hunger for joy and 
her instinct for giving others happiness, 
she resolves to spend them in mirth. At 
the end of the act she bursts into a taran-

plays the part, and as, indeed, any one 
should play it, there is an extravagant grace 
and vitality in this dance, an overtiowing of 
animal gayety that has something wild and 
terrible about it. In the range of the mod- 
ern drama there is probably no vivid con- 
trast of emotions that is so powerfully and 
so legitimately achieved as this last burst 
of the spirit of the primitive Nora. As 
for Mrs. Fiske, she took a few mincing 
steps, a hop or two, and then cast away 
her tambourine. It can scarcely be said 
that she danced at all. Ibsen once re- 
marked at a rehearsal in Norway: “It 
pleases the ladies and gentlemen to play 
another scene than that which I have 
written.”” The saying might well be ap- 
plied to Mrs. Fiske’s rendering of the end 
of the second act: 

Yet, when all possible shortcomings are 
noted, the fact remaing that the perform- 
ance was one of unusual interest and pleas- 
ure. Enough of Nora was there to carry 
the play—indeed to give it a spirited illus- 
tration. The people are very few who 
would care for an extended diet of Ibsen; 
but no person of intelligence can fall to 
be grateful for an opportunity to see for 
once in a while a work of such great in- 
tellectual purport so intelligently repre- 
sented. 

The rest of the cast were scarcely more 
than adequate. The Thorwald of Max 
Figman was stiff in some parts and over- 
wrought in others, being at its best in the 
passage where Thorwald is the better for 
champagne. The Krogstad of James Young 
was intelligently conceived, but seemed to 
be represented from the outside—not from 
within the skein cf the part. The best 
performance in the sup t was the Rauk 
of Claus Bogel, which was simple and im- 
ressively pathetic. It should be added, 

wever, that Mr. Bogel’s carriage was 
too vigorous and animated for that of a 
man whose days were numbered by an in- 
curable disease. 

Parts of the play were cut, for what rea- 
son it would be hard to say. In the work 
Me every syllable is necessary to the 
whole. 


RICHARD MANSFIELD ENJOINED. 


CHICAGO, May 21.—Judge C. C. Kohl- 
saat, in the United States District Court, 
to-day issued a _ perpetual injunction 
against the production in the United States 
of Edmond Rostand's play, ‘‘Cyrano De 
Bergerac,”” in the suit brought against 
Richard Mansfield and A. M. Palmer by 
Samuel Eberly Gross of Chicago. The court 


in its order ruled that Mr. Gross was also 
entitled to an accounting of the profits 
from the play, but Mr. Gross waived this 
right and accepted $1 as satisfaction. 

Mr. Gross is the author of a drama, enti- 
tled ‘“‘The Merchant Prince of Cornyille,” 
the leading character of which was distin- 
guished by the big nose that made Cyrano 
famous. This drama, Mr. Gross main- 
tained, was printed for private circulation 
some stime before the appearance of the 
celebrated French play, and, according to 
expert testimony, was the basis of Rost- 
and’s work. In court numerous parallels 
both of action and language were shown. 

The most important of the similarities in 
the two dramas was the wooing by proxy 
of the leading characters in a balcony 
scene—made notable in Oyrano by Mr. 
Mansfield’s production. 


* 

Subsequent to the production ot “ Cyrano 
de Bergerac’ in this country, Samuel Eb- 
tf Gross, a Chicagoan of wealth, filed a 
bill in the United States Circuit Court to 
restrain A. M. Palmer and Richard Mans- 
field from producing Rostand’s play in 
this country or Engiand. Mr. Gross as- 
serted that ‘Cyrano de Bergerac’ was an 
infringement upon -*‘ The Merchant Prince 
of Cornville,”” a comedy written by himself 
before M. Rostand’s work was produced. 

It appeared that some twenty years pre- 
viously Mr. Gross, who was a man of some 
leisure and literary aspirations, wrote a 
comedy which he protected both by Ameri- 
can and —o yi ihe ne For years the 
play reposed in a safe deposit vault, but in 
896 it was staged at the Novelty Theatre, 
London. Its success evidently was not 
great, for it occasioned hardly a memory 
in the theatrical world. 

Prior to the London production, Mr, 
gross claims, he submitted the play to A. 

. Palmer, A. R. Cazauran, who was then 
Mr. Palmer's reader and adapter, is said to 
have recommended its production. The 
play remained in manuscript until 1895, 
when it was published in a handsome edi- 
tion by Stone & Kimball and circulated by 
Mr, Gross among his friends. 

Rostand’s ‘“‘Cyrano de Bergerac’ was 
first produced in Paris in 1897. In October, 
1898, a@ translation by Howard Thayer 
Kingsbury was brought out at the Garden 
Theatre in this city. It will be observed 
that the date of its first production in 
Paris was a year later than the advent of 
“The Merchant Prince of Cornville” in 
London. When Mr. Mansfield produced 
‘** Cyrano” in Chicago, Mr. Gross witnessed 
the first performance, and in the course of 
the evening asserted that it had been cop- 
ied from his work. He decided to bring suit 
and called attention to similarities in plot, 
dialogue, and characters. 

Mr. Mansfield continued to play ‘‘ Cyra- 
no"’ with great success throughout the 
country, and it was artistically and finan- 
cially one of his greatest successes,

The play has not been abandoned entire- 
ly by Mr. Mansfield, but he is undecided as 
to whether he will appear in the production 
again. His plans for next season are not 
yet completed, but he is considering a re- 
vival of Shakespearean plays.

He was wounded twice, 
When the regiment was mustered out he 
joined the navy, in which he served until 
the close of the war. He then began to 
take an active part in Republican politics, 
When Charles D. Rhinehart was elected 
Sheriff of Brooklyn Mr. Brymer was ap- 
pointed as Warden of Raymond Street Jail. 
When Frederick Wurster was elected May- 
or of Brooklyn Mr. Brymer was appointed 
Fire Marshal, and after sefving four years 
under Mr. Wurster he was removed by 
Fire Commissioner Scannell. The matter 
was carried to the Court of Appeals, which 
was taken into the courts, when Judge 
Brymer's appointment ceased. The case

John F. Babcock.

NEW BRUNSWICK, May 21.—John F. 
Babcock, known in New Jersey as a Re- 
publican editor, died at Asbury Park to- 


Mr. Babcock was born 
in New York seventy-seven years ago. His 
direct ancestors were Roger William col- 
onists in Rhode Island, and were among the 
early settlers of Springfield and North- 
ampton,.

In 1850 he went into The Phonetic office 
in New York City, and for many years 
thereafter was the only phonographer in 
the State of New Jersey. In 184 he pur- 
chased The New Brunswick Fredonian, 
and was its editorand proprietor for twen- 
ty-eight years. He founded the New Jer- 
sey State Editorial Association in 1857 and 
was its Secretary for twenty-one years,

dead. 


The Rev. W. C.Whitford was born on May 
65, 1828, in Edmeston, Oswego County, N. 
Y., but lived until about eighteen years old 
on a iarm near there. He was educated in 
the public schools of his village and later 
entered the Brookfield Academy, near his 
home, where he remained three years. 
Then he attended De Ruyter Institute in 
Madison County. He was graduated from 
Unien College in 1833 and afterward 
studied in the Union Theological Semi- 
nary of New York, from which he was 
graduated in 1856.

LARGE GIFT TO CHARITY. 


J. Rogers Maxwell to Assist the Long 
Island College Hospital. 

It was announced yesterday that J. Rog- 
ers Maxwell had decided to materially as- 
sist the officers of the Long Island Col- 
lege Hospital in their plan to construct a 
new group of buildings for that institution, 
in memory of his brother, Henry W. Max- 
well, who died last week. During his life 


Mr. Maxwell, who was one of the Board of 
Regents of the hospital, gave to it $160,000 
for various purposes, and by his will gave 
to the institution $20,000. 

For some time the hospital authorities 
have been devising ways and means to re- 
place the present buildings, and it is known 
that part of the funds will be raised by 
them, while Mr. Maxwell will contribute 
the rest, probably about $400,000. The pres- 
ent buildings are very old and are insuf- 
ficient in space. The work of the hos- 
pital will not be interfered with. 

According to the present plans, all of the 
work will be carried on in the wings, while 
the central building, on Henry Street, be- 
tween Pacific and Amity Street, will be 
torn down and replaced. When it is com- 
pleted the entire staff of the hospital will 
be removed to it, and the other buildings 
then reconstructed. The whole of the work 
will cost not less than $500,000.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Advancing quotations were quite gener- 
ally the rule on the Stock Exchange yes- 
terday. The continuing favorable crop 
news, the easier condition of the money 
market, the belief that the coal strike will

The sum and substance of the matter is 
that men of great financial and business 
affairs are comvinced that these are not 
the times for bcarishness. It is true that 
prices may be high, but if so it is con- 
servative and expert opinion that they 
are fully justified by conditions.

Morgan and Mr. Hill for the Erie in con- 
nection with the shipping combine—Wall 
Street read yesterday with interest this 
statement of the matter by The Coal Trade 
Journal: 

“There is excellent reason for believing 
that the rumors in regard to Erie and Del- 
aware and Hudson matters mean this: The 
Delaware and Hudson now sells upward of 
half a million tons annually from mines at 
Wilkesbarre and vicinity to the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company for shipment 
south, and the plan ts probably for ship- 


ments to points reached by the Erie Rail- 
road to be sold by the Erie sales agents on 
a similar basis. Thus it will be seen that 
the Delaware and Hudson in no wise loses 
its individuality, and its general sales 
agency remains as before to care for line 
business 

‘The advantage to the Erie lies in the 
fact that it will absolutely secure for the 
future the freight upon the large amount 
of coal now shipped west by it for the Del- 
aware and Hudson, and, which might in the 
event of future results go to the New York 
Central, Ontario and Western, or any other 
road which in future years might secure 
control of the Delaware and Hudson. At 
the same time the coal department of the 
Erie will derive such benefit as may accrue 
from the sale of Delaware and Hudson 
coal, and the prestige arising from such 
representation is an asset of no slight im- 
portance. There is good reason for denying 
that there is any truth in reports regarding 
changes in the railroad department of the 
Delaware and Hudson.” 


CLEVELAND, LORAIN & WHEELING. 

Interests identified with Cleveland, Lo- 
rain and Wheeling assumed a very: myste- 
rious air yesterday when asked if they 
knew of any reason to explain the remark- 
able 21-point advance in the common stock 
on dealings in 500 shares and the 9-point 


rise in the preferred on 900 shares. Vague 
hints were thrown out of “important de- 
velopments,”’ but that is as far as they 
went. 

In some quarters the idea prevails that 
the advances were the result of an artifi- 
cial marking up of prices; while in others 
it is said Pennsylvania interests were buy- 
ing. A majority of the Lorain stock, it

Ohio. 


SOME GENERAL ISSUES. 

The strength of the Vanderbilt shares, 
under the lead of the junior issues, was 
ascribed to purchases in anticipation of 
the dividend meetings shortly to be held, 
when the rate on Lake Erie and Western 


preferred stock is to be increased and 
there is every likelihood of an increase also 
on Nickel Plate second preferred. 

The continuing favorable crop news led 
to further buying of the Grangers yvester- 
day, with especial strength in Union Pa- 
cific, St. Paul, and Rock Island. 

The coincident advances in Chicago and 
Alton, Chicago Terminal, and Wisconsin 
Central shares were brought about by buy- 
ing for the account of Western interests.

The growing belief that the coal strike 
will not be of long duration seemed to be 
the chief factor, influencing to the further 
purchases of the various coal shares yes- 
terday.

IRON AND METAL TRADES. 


Discussing the condition of the iron and 
metal trades, The Iron Age will to-day say: 
The markets throughout continue strong and 
are characterized by a number of perplexing 
features. In the East the anthracite coal! strike 


is interfering with the supply of pig iron, and 
with the foundries bare of reserve metal they are 
even now feeling the pinch. 

Those Southern furnaces which decided to offer 
for sale at the market the balance of pig iron 
available for sale for the balance of this year 
appear to have marketed about one-quarter to 
one-third of the quantity, supposed to be about 
80,000 tons. The price was on the basis of $15.50 
and $16 at Birmingham for No. 2. This appears 
to have exhausted the buying movement for the 
present. 

In other directions little has been done. In the 
Central West high prices are being paid for mod- 
erate sized lots of Bessemer pig. Ip the East 
Wwe note the sale of one lot of upward of 10,000 
tons of basic pig for delivery in Eastern Penn- 
sylvania at $19.65 at steel works. It is under- 
stood that but little more than a like quantity 
will close out the seller for the year. 

So far as ferromanganese is concerned, 
English seem to control the market. Very Iittle 
ferro is now being made in this country, because 
the furnaces can do better on straight pig iron. 
It is reported that even the largest American 
producer, in ordinary times, largely supplying 
the whole market, is now covering a part of its 
own requirements with imported material. 

The scarcity of steel continues, and, to judge 
from the fact that importers are selling as far 
ahead as November delivery, cansumers do not 
expect any early easing up. Quite a number of 
one-thousand-ton lots of foreign billets and sheet 
bars have been sold. 

Our Chicago correspondent reports additional 
sales of foreign beams and structural material 
in the West, including several thousand tons 
for Kansas City. At tidewater there is a steady 
demand for small lots of foreign material. 

An interesting development is the apparent 
awakening of the steel rail trade. Chicago re- 
ports a sale of about 30,000 tons, and Eastern 
mills have closed probably more than double 
that quantity. It is understood that these sales 
are for delivery toward the close of the current 
year, but it looks doubtful whether any of them 
can be rolled prior to 1908. 

Reports from the sheet and wire trades indi- 
eate that the Spring rush is now over and that 
the demand shows signs ef falling off.

REAL ESTATE TRANSFERS. 


In the following list ‘‘ mtg’ stands for mort- 
gage and “‘RS&S”’ for revenue stamps. The war 
revenue law, as amended, provides that a 25- 
cent stamp shall be placed on all conveyances 
where the consideration or value exceeds $2,500 
and is under $3,000. Twenty-five cents addi- 
tional is required for each $500 of consideration 
over $3,000. This ‘‘ consideration’’ has been 
held to mean only the equity above the mort- 
gage, except in rare cases where the purchaser 
assumes payment of the mortgage. The amount 
of the mortgage plus $2,500 plus 2,000 times the 
value of the revenue stamps on the conveyance 
should therefore show the true consideration for 
all properties over $2,500 in value.
